‘Grindhouse’ squeezes transcendent kicks from a classic form 


At a drive-in theatre in South Austin, off of 
Ben White Boulevard, in 1977, my life was 
changed. The repercussions still affect me to 
this day. I was feeling especially lost at the 
time, having just become a graduate student 
in the Radio-Television-Film Department at 
UT. It had been a year since I moved to Texas 
to go to graduate school, and RTF was much 
more suited to my interests, background, 
and knowledge than had been the graduate 
English Department out of which I had just 
transferred. Still, I was by no means focused, 
being intellectually shiftless and not very aca- 
demically oriented. I was a graduate student 
because I really couldn’t think of anything else 
to do. Even though I had been seriously watch- 
ing films since I was 12, I still felt at sea in 
this new role. Drenched in the dread, I almost 
always felt I had no sense of how or if I would 
fit in with this new department, as well as with 
teachers and fellow graduate students. 

One day I was hanging out at the offices 
of CinemaTexas, which at the time was a 
grad-student-run film society, feeling typically 
lost. Ed Lowry, the organization’s director, 
suggested I might think about going to the 
drive-in theatre that night to see Caged Heat, 
a film he thought I might enjoy. He offered 
that Brian Mitchell, a high school friend of 
his (there was a gang of them who still hung 
out together at UT), might want to go as well. 
Although I really didn’t know Brian, he was 
up for it, so we went. Ed hadn’t said much 
about the movie, so I wasn’t really sure why 
he was recommending it.

Right before moving to Austin, I had been 
living in Boston. There I had really come 
to hate Stuart Byron, the film editor and a 
reviewer and columnist for The Real Paper, 
one of Boston’s two alternative weeklies. He 
treated low-budget releases, gay films, por- 
nography, edgy foreign films, and the like with 
the same regard as he did mainstream works. 
He loved Fassbinder, for example, whose 
films sounded unbearably too outside to me; 
at the same time, he quite seriously reviewed 
drive-in exploitation films. Still hung up on 
high art as being the only aesthetic, I regarded 
any attempt to scale its walls, demystify it, or 
ignore it as an attack — an anti-humanist, anti- 
art, cold-blooded celebration of nihilism. 

Every week, I would go out of my way to 
find the new edition of The Real Paper. His 
reviews were the first things I read upon pick- 
ing it up; I marveled at his stupidity and cher- 
ished my superior taste as I mentally bested 
him for days, pointing out the terrible flaws 
in his opinions while restating the brilliance 
in mine. If his work wasn’t in the paper that 
week or contained nothing too outrageous, I 
was disappointed. 

In order to hate him more precisely and 
perfectly, I started going to see the movies he 
liked. Porn was out, and Fassbinder didn’t 
sound like my cup of tea, so I tackled the 
exploitation releases showing at Austin-area 
grind houses. Over the course of months, 
I saw maybe a half-dozen films. Not one 
of them was by any means a classic, but, 
surprisingly, they were pretty much fun. On 
the basis of both the review and the title, I 
looked forward in particular to Mark Lester’s 
Truck Stop Women. The movie was amusing 
but disappointing, in that it was very much 
what I was expecting, not that well-made or 
acted, with a pretty dumb plot. It certainly 
didn’t live up to its title. By the time Lowry 
suggested Caged Heat, this experiment in 
moviegoing was mostly forgotten.

Caged Heat, a women-in-prison, drive- 
in exploitation film released in 1974, was 
Jonathan Demme’s directorial debut and was 
produced by Roger Corman’s New World 
Pictures. As was common with these movies, 
it was still playing the circuit years later. This 
was the first New World Picture or modern 
women-in-prison movie (post Jack Hill’s Big 
Doll House in 1971) I was to see. 

By the end of Caged Heat, Brian and I were 
both half out of the car’s windows, leaning 
into the night, pounding on the roof while 
wildly cheering! Several escaped women pris- 
oners, the film’s protagonists, had returned 
to the prison to rescue some women who 
were still there. They got the women out 
of the prison and were heading toward the 
entrance in a stolen prison van when they ran 
into an ambush set up by the all-male prison 
guards (the warden and assistant warden 
were women). A shoot-out ensued. Every 
shot fired by one of the guards missed; every 
shot by one of the women connected. They 
crashed the front gate, abandoned the van, 
and raced toward the getaway car while the 
shooting continued. One guard, whose ear 
had just been shot off, grasped the side of his 
head with a truly amazed look. The women 
get into the car. We can’t believe they are pull- 
ing this off and still expect them to get shot. 

But then, right after they all get in the car, 
there is a perfect, very brief freeze-frame of 
one of the women’s hands on the passenger- 
side front-door’s inside handle. This strange 
bit of anachronistic cinematic grammar is 
jolting, because it is so odd and unexpected. 
Instead of being disruptive, however, it is 
perfect: a declaration of independent vision, 
the moment when the film strips off any 
mundane restraints holding it back, soaring 
away from Earth and toward the heroic and 
the holy. 

The door is slammed shut, and the women 
drive off toward freedom — and into the rest 
of my life. 

In so many ways, this was the film I had 
not even dared hope that Truck Stop Women 
would be — not just a film I had long carried 
in my head without knowing it, but the tem- 
plate for such a film. 

Caged Heat is itself a bundle of perplexing 
and challenging contradictions. Produced for 
the drive-in film circuit, it contains every 
expected and routinely offered element: nudi- 
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ty, lesbians, sadism, and violence. Yet to me, 
it seemed a film that combines progressive 
politics, radical ideology, and more than a 
hint of feminism with an unapologetic cin- 
ematic style — one that conveys a narrative 
drive, physical action, and cinematic street 
vernacular of low-budget studio filmmaking 
at its most commercial. A _political-action 
comic-book film, both feminist and exploit- 
ative, Caged Heat was resonant and restric- 
tive, liberating and reinforcing oppressive 
stereotypes. The film is out of Howard Hawks 
and the Western, the B-movie, American 
drive-in fare, and, of course, rock & roll (no 
accident that former Velvet Underground 
member John Cale composed the score). 
There is clearly the influence of the French 
New Wave. There is even one sequence that 
to this day I will swear was influenced by 
Brazilian Cinema Novo (lest this seem too 
pretentious on my part, a list of Demme’s 10 
favorite films from that time, which I only ran 
across much later, included the great Novo 
director Glauber Rocha’s Deus e 0 Diabo na 
Terra do Sol (Black God, White Devil, 1964). 
Caged Heat is the perfect example of the 
subversive exploitation film. These were spe- 
cific filmmaking-industry products aimed at 
blue-collar/redneck, rural drive-in theatres and 
inner-city urban grind-house audiences, over- 
ambitiously rendered by young filmmakers 
who boasted a nearly exhaustive knowledge of 
world cinema. Seemingly, they had little prob- 
lem mating cinematic style, radical ideology, 
and expected exploitation scenes and char- 
acters. How these films interacted with and 
were understood by the audiences for which 
they were intended was part of the fascination. 
Quite possibly, any subtlety or deviation had 
no real resonance but was simply regarded as 
part of a two-dimensional, exploitative work. 
The next five years of my life — especially 
the time I spent watching, thinking, making, 
and writing about films — were very much 
defined by that night. After that half-decade, 
the Chronicle was founded, and though every- 
thing I did was very much informed by that 
period, my focus became very different. 


Then, a couple of years back, I taught a UT 


class on the history of American independent 
film. In thinking about which films to show 
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for the class, the first I considered was Caged 
Heat. Watching it again for the first time 
in years proved a very different experience. 
When trying to think about how my students 
would receive such a film, I realized that so 
much of what I initially loved about it simply 
wouldn't be noticeable. Strong women char- 
acters, an interracial cast, casually accepted 
lesbian couples Gncluding interracial ones), 
women having sexual appetites and making 
crude sexual jokes — at one time those things 
were so unusual as to be revolutionary, espe- 
cially when found in such a completely com- 
mercial form as the exploitation film. Now 
all and every one of those elements are com- 
mon, prime-time TV fare. My use of the word 
“casually,” above, was a careful choice. Much 
of the wonder of Caged Heat, at the time I 
first saw it, was in the nonchalant presenta- 
tion of much of what was depicted. Rather 
than the admirable, two-fisted attitude of 
liberal filmmaking — which insists you notice 
its politically unpopular elements, such as 
gay or interracial couples and the economic 
disparity between rich and poor — Caged 
Heat lacks earnestness. But, I realized, this 
is now the world my students saw reflected 
in almost all media. Shorn of these innova- 
tive attributes, Caged Heat would necessarily 
seem cruder, more sexist and exploitative, 
and much less daring than it did at the time. 
I didn’t screen it. 

The same proved true of many of my most 
beloved low-budget films: They have so influ- 
enced dominant media that they seem stilted 
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and in no way unique. Even though there 
were still a handful of the classic exploita- 
tion/grind-house films I had not seen, I was 
resigned that I would never again experience 
the liberating thrill at the unexpected that 
had been so common during that one decade 
of my life. 


Watching Robert Rodriguez’s and Quentin 
Tarantino’s Grindhouse sent my blood rac- 
ing, reviving a part of my soul I figured 
long lost. Viscerally, not intellectually, the 
films thrilled me in a way I thought I never 
would be thrilled again. Pulp Fiction and Sin 
City almost did the same, but they were so 
innovative as to boast a wide range of clearly 
inspirational filmic sources without being 
overly beholden to any of them. Grindhouse 
is two of America’s greatest filmmakers at 
the peak of their form — ignoring the rest of 
the pack, the critical academy, and accepted 
aesthetic standards in order to actually man- 
age a miracle of the completely unexpected. 
Together, in one film, they have made two 
of the greatest grind-house circuit films of 
all time. This dazzling feat of truly auda- 
cious filmmaking I honor without restriction, 
qualification, or hesitation — critics, contem- 
porary filmmakers, and existing aesthetic 
criteria of any sort be damned! 


(I realize I said I would write more about 
South by Southwest in this column, but if the 
above is not a complete explanation and defense 
of it, then nothing else even comes close.) MH

After years of trickling drainage, the city’s proposal to rede- 
velop Waller Creek finally passed Travis. Co. Commis- 
sioners Court last week; council approval is also expect- 
ed for the tunnel and tax-increment-finance project. Out 
of the woodwork: white-water rafters yearning for fierce 
rapids. 


The U.S. Supreme Court ruled Monday that the EPA must 
regulate greenhouse gases as pollutants unless it can pro- 
vide valid scientific arguments to the contrary. State Sen. 
Rodney Ellis, D-Houston, described the ruling as “further 
vindication for those of us in Texas and 12 other states who 
are tired of waiting on Washington and are, instead, work- 
ing to pass our own statewide vehicle emission plan.” See 
“Beyond City Limits” for more. 


The Texas House laid out the budget last week, pretty 
much as defined by the Appropriations Committee, except 
for a bipartisan rebellion over teacher incentive pay — 
canned in favor of across-the-board raises. The marathon 
session this week was over the children’s health insur- 
ance bill, which should moderately expand the program 
to 100,000 more children, leaving another million or so 
waiting at the emergency room. 


Duke head coach Gail Goestenkors announced she’s 
leaving the Blue Devils to replace Jody Conradt as head 
coach of the Texas Longhorns, thus damning all Austin 
sportswriters to learn how to spell “Goestenkors.” 


NAKED CITY 
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In the midst of a Travis County district attorney investigation 
into alleged financial mismanagement at the Austin 
Convention Center, Bob Hodge has been fired from his 
job as director of the center. The termination was 
announced by City Manager Toby Futrell on Monday, April 
2; Hodge had been fired the day before “for violation of city 
policy.” Futrell went on to say, however, that the firing was 
separate from the district attorney’s investigation. The 
Statesman revealed Wednesday this isn’t exactly right. 
According to anonymous city officials, Hodge was fired for 
altering customer-service surveys used to gauge user Satis- 


faction — and with it bonuses for Hodge and his employees. 
The look at the Convention Center’s finances began as an 
administrative investigation by the Office of the City 
Auditor in early February, but as Assistant City Manager 
Rudy Garza announced last week, the DA's office took over 
the investigation, a common occurrence when an audit 
reveals possible criminal actions. Austin Convention Center 
assistant director Hymie Gonzales has been named acting 
director, while Garza himself will “take on a more direct role” 
at the center, according to Futrell. She anticipates beginning 
a search fora permanent replacement soon. — Wells Dunbar 


The University of Texas will soon be getting a blast from its 
radical past. Government student David Bradley 
announced he plans to start a new UT chapter of 
Students for a Democratic Society in a column fea- 
tured in The Daily Texan on March 26. In its heyday during 
the late Sixties, SDS was a vibrant activist organization 
Spanning the nation with autonomous groups on nearly 
every major campus. UT’s own chapter was responsible for 
mobilizing several thousand students in protest of the 
Vietnam War and was a thorn in the saddle of then-regent 
Frank Erwin, who called the group a bunch of “dirty noth- 
ings.” In the past year, SDS has seen a sudden nationwide 
resurgence, claiming more than 140 college chapters and 
A6 high school chapters. Bradley says he was drawn to SDS 
by its vision of autonomous participatory democracy. 
About seven people showed up for the new chapter’s first 
meeting on March 27, not bad considering there was little 
or no publicity, Bradley said. The group plans to organize 
around issues such as staff wages at the university, he said. 
“Any type of democracy that happens needs to start where 
we are,’ Bradley said. “We need to make tangible changes 
on campus where we can make a difference.” SDS meets 
each Tuesday at 7pm in Parlin Hall. — Justin Ward

Proposed new 
Cap Metro labor deal 
watts for willing riders 


There will be plenty more stops on the way to 
resolving the labor situation at Capital Metro. 

Last month the Cap Metro board did some- 
thing essentially unprecedented. After months 
of backroom negotiations and arm-twisting, led 
mostly by City Council Member Lee Leffingwell 
with support from Brewster McCracken, the 
board voted unanimously to endorse — in prin- 
ciple — a pro-labor policy that would end the 
agency’s outsourcing that has undermined 
wages and threatened union jobs and in return 
create a “meet and confer” relationship with 
the transit workers’ union (Amalgamated 
Transit Union Local 1091) akin to that of the 
city of Austin’s relations with the police and 
firefighters unions. 

If it works — and that’s a very big if — it 
would mean that the beleaguered transit work- 
ers, who have watched their working condi- 
tions deteriorate while Cap Metro management 
bends over backward to placate and subsidize 
suburban commuters (and their political repre- 
sentatives), could move toward the sort of job 
security and status enjoyed by the city’s (other) 
public-safety employees. 

No one is celebrating just yet. Leffingwell’s 
own thank-you letter to the board grumbles in 
passing that the final resolution “is the product 
of considerable compromise and quite different 
from what I originally proposed” but contin- 
ues, “we have finally reached the point where 
there could soon be meaningful dialog about 
how to unify our transit-system workforce and 
establish a direct relationship between labor 
and management.” 

ATU President Jay Wyatt is even more skep- 
tical, because the policy as proposed would 
require the union to abandon the right to strike 
in return for a meet-and-confer relationship 
with, as he sees it, no alternative protection for 
the workers if negotiations should break down. 
“If we go to meet and confer without any pro- 
tection, we’re going to run into the same situa- 
tion we had last time [last year’s impasse and 
near-strike], where we’re not going to be able to 
reach an agreement” — only this time the union 
would have no other recourse, because the new 
policy explicitly calls for “non-binding, fact 
finding, or panel recommendations” in case of 
an impasse. Although he praises Leffingwell’s 
efforts, Wyatt sees the proposal as enacted as 
little more than a management bait and switch 
to undermine the union. “Everything they’re 
doing is to try to bust this union,” Wyatt said. “If 
I agree to meet and confer without protection, 
in five years this union wouldn't exist, because 
the membership would say, “We don’t need you 
no more; you can’t do nothing for us.’” 


Jumping Through Hoops 
It’s no accident that it’s so difficult for Texas 
public agency employees to exercise their

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labor-organizing rights — the Legislature, in a 
bipartisan fashion stretching back to the Fifties 
and beyond, has done whatever it can to weaken 
unions, most directly by outlawing “collective bar- 
gaining” by public employees. Yet federal law 
(which in theory should override state restrictions) 
enables public unions. That has resulted in mana- 
gerial gargoyles like Cap Metro subcontractor 
StarTran, which nominally employs and negotiates 
with union workers — even though it’s apparent to 
everybody but a blind salamander or a state rep 
that Cap Metro pulls the strings. As Wyatt elo- 
quently puts it, “We all know that StarTran is just 
a figmentation of our imagination. We all work for 
Capital Metro any damn way.” 

In practice, public agencies where union senti- 
ment is strong (e.g., city of Austin) have found ways 
to enable collective bargaining (e.g., meet-and-con- 
fer) that euphemistically evade the state prohibition. 
But the trump cards inevitably remain in manage- 
ment hands. In the current case, when the ATU

demands binding arbitration, management points to 
the Capitol and shrugs, “It’s out of our hands.” 
Wyatt says it’s up to management, if they’re indeed 
sincere, to twist arms at the Lege to enable bargain- 
ing — but under current conditions, if he’s waiting 
for that to happen, he better not hold his breath. He 
responds with his own shrug: “Id rather take my 
chances with an arbitrator than give up my rights.” 


Waiting at the Station 


Leffingwell, audibly wearied by months of arm- 
twisting, argues that the union loses nothing by 
entering into talks over meet-and-confer — all the 
resolution requires is that the parties “seek to 
reach a Memorandum of Understanding 
expressing the intention ... to negotiate a relation- 
ship,” a bureaucratic mouthful that reflects how 
much suspicion and uncertainty still divide Cap 
Metro management and its 800 or so unionized 
workers. Leffingwell points out that Wyatt “agree- 
ing to discuss meet-and-confer doesn’t commit 
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him to doing it. What do you have to lose by just 
starting this discussion? ... I hope he will at least 
enter into some preliminary informal talks with 
[former city attorney] Lowell Denton.” 

Denton, who designed the meet-and-conter pro- 
cess for the city, has been brought in to try to work 
out this latest version of collective-bargaining-by- 
any-other-name. Those close to the discussions 
insist that a working principle is that whatever state 
law may say, anything two parties can agree on in 
a contract — including some euphemistic form of 
binding arbitration — can be effectively enabled and 
protected. And they note that when talks broke 
down in December 2005, making a strike immi- 
nent, the direct intervention of Mayor Will Wynn 
finally prevented a bus crash and indirectly led to 
the current progress. “I think Jay is also overlook- 
ing the politics of the situation,” said Leftingwell. 
“There’s significant political pressure that can be 
brought to bear to resolve these disputes.” 

But Leftingwell also acknowledged to me that in 
the absence of an agreement, Cap Metro manage- 
ment appears determined to proceed with business 
as usual, including cutting labor costs (and union 
jobs) by more outsourcing. “As much as I’m against 
it,” he said, “I really think they’re going to keep 
doing that. Right now [in-house] employees are 
about 70 percent, and they have a plan in place to 
take that to 50 percent or even 35 percent.” It will 
be very difficult to take seriously nonbinding reso- 
lutions endorsing a “unified work force” if manage- 
ment continues to consider outsourcing a means to 
subsidize commuter passenger rail at the expense 
of an inner-city, mostly minority workforce. 

That won't happen without a fight, and it also 
makes it more justifiable for Wyatt and his union 
to see the current process as a form of blackmail. 
“They didn’t have to outsource our work in the 
first place,” Wyatt told me. “They did that to push 
us into a corner in order to make us accept meet- 
and-confer.” 

In this atmosphere of mutual suspicion, nothing 
much is likely to happen before late June, when a 
federal arbitrator is scheduled to consider the in- 
progress rail outsourcing, which the union insists 
is illegal. The outcome of that arbitration may have 
much to say about the future of the Memorandum 
of Understanding — and more importantly, about 
the future of workers’ rights, public service employ- 
ees, and union power in Central Texas. If indeed 
“the politics of the situation” are that local officials 
truly believe, as they inevitably insist at campaign 
time, in the rights of workers to organize and the 
job security of local employees, this is as good as 
any occasion to demonstrate it. a

and the truly distressing realization that 
somewhere on Earth, an episode of Law & 
Order: Miscellaneous Edition is playing every 
hour of every day, until you die. DUN DUN! 

SO our expectations weren't sky-high 
when we heard Council Member Mike Mar- 
tinez was dusting off the Public Safety 
Task Force for another City Hall season. 
Created in the shadow of 9/11, it was ini- 
tially helmed by former Mayor Pro Tem 
Danny Thomas as a miniseries — with a 
time limit of six months, the task force 
issued recommendations on improving 
disaster response before channel surfing off 
to the Nielsen graveyard. But as the inaugu- 
ral meeting of the new PSTF Monday made 
clear, Martinez isn’t interested in reruns. To 
borrow the Tinseltown parlance, it isn’t a 
sequel or a remake — it’s a reimagining. 

While obviously invested in the city’s 
safety, the current PSTF’s focus isn’t con- 
stricted to its original boundaries. Instead, 
with a diverse 25-person membership and 
no sunset date, the renewed task force 
potentially cuts a wide swath. “We didn’t 
have a board or commission or task force 
addressing the one issue that consumes 
two-thirds of our budget and arguably 90 
percent of our time,” he said. Martinez 
didn’t shy from naming some of the more 
contentious issues either, like red-light traf- 
fic cameras, police overtime, EMS response 
time, and public-safety staffing. “We aren’t 
given a specific charge, but hopefully what 
we will see is that there’s a purpose for 
that,” he said, soliciting the members for 
their opinions on what to tackle first. 

It’s a gamble for Martinez to put his 
imprimatur on the most contentious issue 
facing the city. But if successful (like his pre- 
council firefighter contract negotiations as 
fire union head), he stands to reap consider- 
able political rewards. The clout assembled 
in the PSTF — including heads of public-safe-

ty unions, small-business leaders, the 
Chamber of Commerce, NAACP Austin 
President Nelson Linder, and many oth- 
ers — doesn’t hurt. Stay tuned. 

The show doesn’t stop there. Martinez, 
Lee Leffingwell, and Betty Dunkerley 
(alltask-force members) are also bringing an 
ambitious item this week that could over- 
haul the city’s entire board and commis- 
sion structure. A few years back, former 
Council Member Bill Spelman led a B&C 
task force, resulting in 40 suggested chang- 
es andalterations. The proposals—including 
three-year terms, three-term limits, and for- 
mal training on Robert’s Rules of Order and 
the Open Meetings Act — were summarily 
shelved. Under the pending resolution, the 
city manager will review a revised draft of 
the Spelman report and return comments 
to council within 90 days. 

This Thursday also sees another 
Martinez proposal, the creation of a city 
Charter Revision Committee. As the 
charter can only be altered every two 
years, the committee will consider 2008 
changes, possibly including Martinez’s oft- 
expressed hope for single-member districts 
(which would require another public vote). 
Also, the much ballyhooed formalization of 
the planned unit development planning 
process begins with a resolution from 
Brewster McCracken and Martinez. 

Lastly, we’d be remiss not to mention 
City Manager Toby Futrell’s performance 
evaluation. It’s likely to be a far less 
mushy, gushy affair than last year’s love- 
in, when she landed a $36,000 raise 
(bringing her haul to more than 
$232,000) and the fawning adulation of 
the dais. Wal-Mart opponents 
Responsible Growth for Northcross are 
already pooh-poohing any possible 
applause for Futrell, saying her ham-handed 
handling of the Northcross site-plan saga 
should cost her any pay raise. Hell, now 
they’re fervent supporters of the Charter 
Revision Committee — in order to conceiv- 
ably put Futrell’s job in the council-manager 
system of government to a vote! (See p.20.) 

And you were nervous going into your 
last job review. 
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Kay Longcope, founder of the state's first serious gay newspaper, the Austin- 
based Texas Triangle, died March 29 of pancreatic cancer. She was 69 and 
shared the last 17 years of her life with her partner, Barbara Wohlgemuth, who 
managed the business operations of the Triangle, which began its run in 1992. 
The couple’s point of pride was the paper’s crossover appeal to mainstream 
advertisers, which was a rare accomplishment at the time, given gay publica- 
tions’ historical reliance on sex ads featuring scantily clad men with come-hither 
looks. Longcope, who grew up in Brownwood, Texas, launched her career in the 
early Seventies, covering civil-rights and gay and lesbian issues for The Boston 
Globe; 22 years later she retired from the Globe and returned to her home state 
of Texas, this time with Barbara. Instead of complaining about the lack of a 
strong gay press presence in Texas, Longcope decided to launch her own state- 
wide paper — one that would attract readers longing for community news. Sadly, 
Longcope sold the paper in 1996 to a Dallas-based media outfit, which sold it 
once more, in 2004, to Qtexas Publishing, which merged the Triangle with anoth- 
er of its publications to form the free TXT Newsmagazine. Financial straits forced 
the company to put the newsmagazine to bed Dec. 30, 2006. — Amy Smith 


There’s one less glossy competitor in the magazine competition for the hearts 
and minds of affluent Austin suburbanites. Austin Magazine, launched with high 
hopes in March of 2006 by the publishers of Tribeza magazine, has officially 
ceased publication. Published bimonthly, the last issue came out in January, 
according to Publisher Zarghun Dean. Tribeza is expanding into Houston and 
Dallas, which stretched resources and made it difficult to give Austin Magazine 
proper attention, Dean said. After Austin Magazine launched, the owners of Austin 
Monthly sued Dean and his backers, charging them with infringing on their trade- 
mark and purposely trying to confuse Austin Monthly readers and advertisers. The 
suit has continued to work through the system, but Dean said that didn’t have 
anything to do with the decision to shut down Austin Magazine. — Kevin Brass 


Researchers at UT and the Texas Higher Education Coordinating Board looked 
at how well students who took Advanced Placement classes in high school 
did at several Texas universities and found that they did better than non-AP 
students when they got to college, regardless of academic ability or economic 
status. Students who take an AP class in a particular subject and earn a quali- 
fying score on the AP test can receive college credits and are often able to 
skip the introductory class in that subject. UT Department of Educational 
Psychology professor Linda Hargrove said that even students who fail to score 
high enough on their AP test to earn college credits still outperform their 
peers. “They still do better in college,” said Hargrove, “than students who don’t 
take AP courses or who skip the AP exam.” The study was released as part of 
the College Board’s Advanced Placement Report to the Nation. — Michael May 


In other education news, students who left high school without passing the 
exit-level Texas Assessment of Knowledge and Skills or the Texas 
Assessment of Academic Skills tests have another chance. Those still 
needing to pass can call the Austin Independent School District testing office 
at 414-3711 or simply register before 8:30 on the morning of the test at any 
Austin high school. AISD will be administering a make-up test for TAKS English 
Language Arts and TAAS Writing on Tuesday, April 17; TAKS and TAAS Math 
tests on Wednesday, April 18; TAKS Science and TAAS Reading on Thursday, 
April 19, and TAKS Social Studies on Friday, April 20. — M.M. 


The Austin Public Library Commission has chosen AISD’s VICTORY pro- 
gram as its “project of the year” for 2006. The VICTORY program, which 
stands for Volunteers in Communities Tutoring Our Responsible Youth, matches 
volunteer tutors with students who need extra help; they meet once a week at 
a local public library branch.

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 
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Since Texas Youth Commission Executive Director Dwight Harris quit on Feb. 
23, there has been a deluge of sackings, arrests, and resignations at the embat- 
tled agency; however, two upcoming mass firings could dwarf these staff losses. 
One of the first actions of Jay Kimbrough, TYC’s conservator as of March 29, was 
to announce that all superintendents and assistant superintendents will have to 
reapply for their jobs. He followed up with a promise to purge all felons currently 
working for TYC, whether there are any allegations against them or not. (Out of 
4,800 TYC employees, 101 have felony convictions, and 437 have been arrested 
on misdemeanor charges.) They could potentially join several senior executives at 
the curb, including director of Youth Care Investigations Ray Worsham, Deputy 
Executive Director Linda Reyes, General Counsel Neil Nichols, and the entire 
seven-member board. If Kimbrough follows through with his purge promise, he 
could leave the state open to litigation. TYC knew about these convictions and 
signed waivers allowing the staff to be legally employed, meaning these could 
potentially be illegal firings. For more TYC news, see p.18. = — Richard Whittaker 


Visiting District Judge Jon Wisser postponed on April 2 the execution of 
Cathy Lynn Henderson until June, offering her lawyers additional time to 
prepare her final appeal. Henderson’s execution for the 1994 Travis Co. mur- 
der of 3-month-old Brandon Baugh was scheduled for April 18. Her attorneys 
argued last week that they need time to prepare an appeal using “new” sci- 
ence to prove Baugh’s head injury was the result of an accident — as 
Henderson has maintained — and not the result of deliberate abuse; the 
state says Henderson slammed Baugh to the ground, crushing the back of 
his skull. Wisser agreed, in the interest of justice, to postpone the execution 
until June 13. Henderson was babysitting Baugh at her Pflugerville-area home 
when the baby died. Instead of calling for help, she took off with Baugh’s 
body, buried him in a field in Bell Co., then fled to her native Missouri. 
Henderson is the only female from Travis Co. on death row. — Jordan Smith 


Carbon dioxide is an air pollutant, ruled the U.S. Supreme Court 5-4 on 

Monday in the environmental landmark case Massachusetts v. Environmental 
Protection Agency, and the federal government has the authority to regulate 
CO>emissions from cars, as several states have already voted todo. Sen. Rodney 
Ellis’ SB 124 seeks to imitate California’s tailpipe regulations in Texas. The 
Supreme Court also ruled EPA’s grounds for refusing to regulate greenhouse 
gases were legally insufficient and directed the agency to reconsider its refusal 
based on the factors set forth in the Clean Air Act. “Because greenhouse gases 
fit well within the act’s capacious definition of ‘air pollutant, EPA has statutory 
authority to regulate emissions of such gases from motor vehicles,” Justice John 
Paul Stevens wrote. Yet, said Massachusetts Attorney General Martha Coakley, 
“the Bush administration has done little or nothing to regulate greenhouse-gas 
emissions.” Massachusetts was joined by 11 states, three cities, and 13 environ- 
mental and science groups, including the Union of Concerned Scientists. “The 
Supreme Court came down on the side of common sense,” said Alden Meyer, 
policy director at UCS. “We have the technology today to dramatically reduce 
tailpipe pollution, so it’s time to bench the lawyers and bring in the engineers.” 
Texas sided with the EPA, nine states, as well as the auto, utility, and other 
polluting industries on the case — Daniel Mottola

Minority Dems savor a few budget victories

A funny thing happened on the way to passing a $150 billion state 
budget last week. House Democrats, who are more accustomed to 
losing than winning on issues relating to public education and 
health care, scored big on both counts during the marathon debate 
that started Thursday morning and ended in the wee hours on Friday. 
The unheralded achievement, helped along by some Republican der- 
ring-do, reflects the overall sentiment of Texas voters, who last year 
booted out several incumbents with stingy voting records on schools 
and social services. 

As everyone is quick to point out, the Democrats’ major amend- 
ments will be nipped and tucked to death in the remaining weeks of 
the budget-churning process. Nevertheless, the symbolic victory ener- 
gized the Ds and provided a liberating moment for those Rs who 
defied Speaker Tom Craddick to vote with their districts. Of course, 
many Republicans simply used their votes as political cover — evi- 
denced by the amendment that produced a 127-8 trouncing of vouch- 
ers, which otherwise still would have lost but not in such landslide. 

The House moved through the budget bill, House Bill 1, at an ago- 
nizing crawl, before finally passing the biennial octopus 129-14. Apart 
from spurts of punchy debate, the showstopping moments arrived 
late, with Houston Democrat Rick Noriega’s proposal to scrap a 
teacher incentive-pay program and replace it with an across-the- 
board pay hike for teachers this fall. The measure passed 90-56. 
Members topped that off with the anti-voucher amendment, which 
would prohibit the state from spending public dollars on private- 
school-tuition vouchers. The very loud statement from the House 
comes at a time when Senate leaders are trying to build Support for 
a new privatization proposal — this one disguised as a kinder, gentler 
program that would directly benefit students with autism. 

The anti-voucher action from the House also carried a bit of poetic 
justice for former Speaker Pete Laney, a Democrat who lost his lead- 
ership post to Craddick at the start of the 2003 session. The succes- 
sor to Laney’s seat — freshman Democrat Joe Heflin of Crosbyton — 
had the honor of carrying the amendment just four months after win- 
ning a tough race against an opponent favored by Craddick and heavi- 
ly funded by millionaire voucher activist James Leininger. 

Despite those overwhelming rejections, Craddick’s allies still tried 
to persuade members to reverse their votes. They apparently forgot 
that the political makeup of the House had shifted in November, 
leaving them short of the preliminary Support needed to bring the 


TYC Update: 
Conservator Conflicts 


The Senate voted 30-1 last Thursday to appoint Gov. Rick Perry’s 
nominee, Jay Kimbrough, as conservator of the Texas Youth 
Commission. The one nay vote, Sen. Eliot Shapleigh, D-E| Paso, is 
concerned that Kimbrough might have known about the abuse alle- 
gations as early as March 2005 - two years before the scandal 
became public — and did nothing. 

Shapleigh had already asked for Kimbrough’s removal as special 
master of TYC because of concerns about his objectivity; now 
Kimbrough has been effectively handed the agency and the investiga- 
tion. Shapleigh has documented a couple of major conflicts of inter- 
est. First, Kimbrough was Perry’s deputy chief of staff from December 
2004 to May 2005. In March 2005, governor’s aide Alfonso Royal 
received the original Texas Ranger notes on the scandal at the Pyote 
facility. Second, in June 2005, Kimbrough joined Attorney General 
Greg Abbott's staff as deputy first attorney general. He was on staff 
July 25, 2005, when the U.S. Department of Justice passed the 
case back to his office, saying state law allows for greater penalties, 
and Feb. 21, 2006, when his subordinate, attorney William Tatum, 
received the full ranger’s report. This means that there were at least 
three occasions when Kimbrough’s staff and department knew about 
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amendments back for reconsideration. “That shows a change in the 
membership but not a change in the speaker and how the speaker 
operates,” said Houston Rep. Garnet Coleman, a Democratic leader 
and outspoken critic of how Republicans have stiffed public schools 
and social-services programs since winning control of the House. 

“It was way too easy,” Coleman said of his own amendments that 
passed with little debate — calling for shoring up the hobbled 
Medicaid and Children’s Health Insurance Program with more fund- 
ing and fewer roadblocks. “The leadership did a good job of appear- 
ing moderate to get through a bad budget,” he said, “because 
they’ve been defeated by looking too far to the right and being dra- 
conian and evil.” The budget process now moves to the Senate and 
then on to conference committee for final negotiations. The amenda- 
ments “will be stripped off in conference,” Coleman predicted. “Then 
they'll bring the conference report back and dare people to vote 
against the budget.” 

Not all of the right-wing members have agreed to tone it down for 
the viewing public. When Linda Harper-Brown, R-Irving, introduced 
an amendment that would have bumped 16,000 legal immigrants 
from the Children’s Health Insurance Program rolls, bipartisan 
eyes rolled. Austin’s Dawnna Dukes offered an amendment to kill 
the Harper-Brown proposal, and, getting hammered from all sides, 
Harper-Brown tried to withdraw her amendment. Dukes refused to 
pull her own amendment down, effectively allowing members to take 
a final whack in defeating Harper-Brown’s proposal. 

A priceless exchange occurred between Harper-Brown cohort Jodie 
Laubenberg of Rockwall and Dallas Dem Rafael Anchia. Laubenberg 
proposed to enforce a three-month waiting period before expectant 
mothers could begin receiving prenatal and perinatal care under 
CHIP Anchia pointed out that the eligibility change would kick nearly 
100,000 children out of the CHIP program. “That is absolutely 
untrue!” Laubenberg shot back, proving her point by waving a sheet 
of paper. Then again, “That is absolutely untrue!” 

“You know,” Anchia replied, “| can hear you yelling, but just 
because you yelled, it doesn’t make it true.” Anchia pointed out the 
consequences of denying health care to the unborn. “You do know, 
don’t you, that these are U.S. citizens?” 

“But they’re not born yet,’ Laubenberg, a “family values” conserva- 
tive, retorted. Dukes, standing behind Anchia at the back mic, whipped 
her head around in a shocked double take. Anchia, smelling blood, 
observed, “You have an anti-life amendment,’ which set Laubenberg 
off on a loud tirade in which she claimed to be the most pro-life mem- 
ber of the House. It was an ugly spectacle, yet it provided Democrats 
with another nugget to savor in looking ahead to the next election 
cycle. Given the budget-slashing of the 2003 and 2005 sessions, the 
Dems this time are taking “itty bitty steps,” as Coleman calls them, 
toward getting the bread-and-butter programs back on track. 

“| like having the victories,” Coleman said, “but the reality is that 
they’re symbolic victories. Of course, we’re not going to sit back and 
wait to see what happens. We'll keep working to keep our amend- 
ments in the budget.” 


problems in TYC. For Shapleigh, this means Kimbrough either knew 
or should have known about the allegations. “When you have con- 
flicts so close to the source at both offices,” Shapleigh said, “it rais- 
es significant issues about a cover-up.” 

Shapleigh was not surprised that Perry appointed Kimbrough but 
was disappointed that there was so little debate in the Senate. He 
attributes this to senators not knowing about Kimbrough’s role to 
date. Most members, he said, “do not know that less than one month 
after the report was delivered, the governor’s office had it. The majori- 
ty do not know that Tatum had it at the attorney general’s office.” 

Shapleigh fears the damage might already be done. By seizing 
files while special master, Kimbrough might have endangered poten- 
tial criminal investigations — something the senator says Kimbrough 
has done before. In 2005, Abbott had to apologize to U.S. District 
Judge Janis Graham Jack after Kimbrough endangered a major sili- 
cosis investigation, Shapleigh said. “He was fired from the AG’s 
office because he illegally grabbed 10,000 X-rays. He just did the 
work of the defense attorneys,” Shapleigh said. 

Shapleigh has contacted Johnny Sutton, the U.S. attorney for the 
Western District of Texas, requesting a full Department of Justice 
civil rights investigation. “They have an obstruction of justice statute 
that is not in the Texas penal code. They can move through the sys- 
tem and understand who did what, who failed to do what, and what 
duty they had to act. We need a third party not related to Texas to 
come in and investigate this from the ground up.” — Richard Whittaker 


Although their efforts were, ultimately, tabled by a 
majority vote of the House, state Reps. Elliott 
Naishtat, D-Austin, and Mike Villarreal, D-San 
Antonio, did their best to shift $5 million earmarked 
for the questionable Alternatives to Abortion pro- 
gram to more mainstream services — specifically for 
child-abuse prevention (Naishtat) or family planning 
(Villarreal) — during the marathon budget debate on 
the House floor March 29. The Alternatives program 
is, in essence, a way to defund traditional women’s 
health providers such as Planned Parenthood, 
which social conservatives, despite evidence to the 
contrary, insist is nothing more than an evil cabal 
hell-bent on forcing naive women into abortions. That 
sort of brain-dead rhetoric was alive and well during 
budget debates last week, as GOP lawmakers took 
to the podiums to lambaste Naishtat and Villarreal 
for even suggesting such a “wonderful program” — as 
Rep. John Davis, R-Houston, called it — be eliminat- 
ed. Sure, the protestations of the Republican law- 
makers were scripted, but that didn’t make them any 
less creepy — indeed, Davis and Rep. Dan Gattis, R- 
Georgetown, were practically giddy as they praised 
one another for their insightful comments about the 
fledgling program. The program offers counseling 
(albeit by unlicensed counselors) and support and 
diapers, etc., for women facing unplanned pregnan- 
cies — what could be better? Well, in the estimation 
of Naishtat, Villarreal, and several others — notably, 
Austin Democrats Valinda Bolton and Dawnna 
Dukes and Houston's Jessica Farrar — the money 
would be better spent on programs that have a track 
record and that might actually provide real medical 
services — like gynecological exams, cancer screen- 
ings, and access to contraceptives, for example, 
which are offered to low-income and uninsured 
women via the family-planning budget as part of an 
effort to actually reduce the number of unplanned 
pregnancies and, consequently, the incidence of 
abortion. How silly of them. (For more on this, see

Sen. Steve Ogden, R-Bryan, passed the second of 
his package of bills on Tuesday intended to undo the 
sin of passing the toll-road bill, House Bill 3588, two 
sessions ago as chair of the Senate Transportation 
and Homeland Security Committee. Senate Bill 718, 
which passed with nary a comment from Ogden’s 
colleagues, would designate the state’s highway 
trunk system, whenever possible, as the preferred 
route for the Trans-Texas Corridor. Ogden already has 
passed SB 1795, which doubles the cap on bonds 
that TxDOT can issue to fund highway projects, up to 
$6 billion. His other bills include limiting tolls on a 
TxDOT-owned project to simply cover the cost and 
maintenance of that project and ending private con- 
cession deals on toll roads. Ogden said leasing or 
selling a state highway should be a last resort for 
the state. - Kimberly Reeves 


While events at the Texas Youth Commission have 
dominated headlines, hearings have begun about a 
new scandal involving another state agency and its 
facilities in West Texas. Last Thursday the Senate 
Committee on Health and Human Services heard 
about the 2005 death of a patient at the Lubbock 
State School. The school, a residential facility for 
people with severe educational and physical disabili- 
ties run by the Texas Department of Aging and 
Disability Services, is the subject of a damning U.S. 
Department of Justice report. The resident died after 
being restrained by three staff members, two of 
whom had received no restraint training while the 
third reportedly slept through the training. All three 
have since been terminated, and files have been 
handed to prosecutors. The DOJ report found that 
failures to tend to basic medical and nutritional 
needs of residents, as well as the inappropriate use 
of sedatives and physical restraints, may be connect- 
ed to several other deaths. Commissioner Adelaide 
Horn told the committee that an improvement plan 
has been developed, but while she was giving her 
testimony, DADS announced that three more employ- 
ees, this time at the Mexia State School, had 
been fired over their role in the death of a 15-year- 
old on Jan. 15. — R.W. 


More Pet Food Recalled 


Two new pet-product recalls were announced 
over the weekend, following on the heels of 
the massive recall of Menu Foods products: 
e Nestlé Purina PetCare Co. announced on 
March 30 a voluntary recall of all sizes and 
varieties of Alpo Prime Cuts in Gravy wet 
foods, with date codes 7037 through 7053, 
followed by plant code 1159. (The codes fol- 
low a “Best Before February 2009” date 
stamp on 13.2-ounce and 22-ounce cans of 
Prime Cuts and in Prime Cuts Variety 
Packs.) No dry foods are being recalled. 
Purina said the recall was prompted by the 
Menu Foods recall, after the company discov- 
ered that contaminated wheat gluten 
imported from China and implicated in that 
recall had also been supplied to Purina. Get 
more info at 800/218-5898 or www.purina.com. 
e Eight in One Inc. pet products announced 
on March 31 that it would recall all lots of 
Dingo brand Chick’n Jerky treats manufac- 
tured for dogs, cats, and ferrets, out of con- 
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cern that the product, also imported from 
China, is contaminated with salmonella. Eight 
in One is advising that salmonella can not only 
cause serious infections in dogs and cats but 
also can affect humans through cross-contami- 
nation created by handling the infected prod- 
uct. The Food and Drug Administration is 
aware of the recall, Eight in One said in a 
press release. Eight in One is asking anyone 
who purchased the product — sold in 3.5-ounce 
and 8-ounce packages for dogs and 1.5-ounce 
packages for cats and ferrets — to dispose of 
the jerky and to call Eight in One consumer 
affairs department at 888/232-9889 to get a 
refund for the cost of the product. (Full disclo- 
sure: A complaint about Dingo brand Chick’n 
Jerky made to Eight in One and to the FDA by 
Staff writer Jordan Smith prompted the inves- 
tigation that led to this recall after her two 
dogs died in January from complications relat- 
ed to salmonella poisoning after eating infect- 
ed Chick’n Jerky.)

Federal Family-Planning Honcho Resigns 


Dr. Eric Keroack, appointed by President 
George W. Bush to oversee the administra- 
tion of federal family-planning funds, 
resigned his post last week after Medicaid 
officials initiated action against his private 
practice in Massachusetts. Keroack was cho- 
sen in November to oversee the Health and 
Human Services’ Office of Population 
Affairs, which handles roughly $283 million in 
Title X welfare funding, which provides, on 
average, family-planning health-care services to 
more than 5 million mostly low-income and 
uninsured women every year. 

Keroack’s appointment 
angered numerous groups — 
including Planned Parenthood, 
the Union of Concerned 
Scientists, and Catholics for 
Free Choice — who argued that 
Keroack’s professional history 
as a staunch advocate of absti- 
nence-only sex education and 
as the medical director for the 
group A Woman’s Concern, 
which operates crisis pregnancy 
centers around Boston — which, 
under his Supervision, do not provide referrals 
or access to women’s birth control — is com- 
pletely out-of-step with mainstream, scientific, 
or even practical thinking. Many women’s 
health-care advocates found Keroack’s 
appointment just plain insulting. Indeed, it’s 
been hard to figure out how a man who runs 
CPCs that consider birth control “demeaning 
to women, degrading of human sexuality, and 
adverse to human health and happiness,” as 
the group’s policy reads, could actually be 
tasked with doling out family-planning funds, 
which include funding for birth control. 

The days of noodling over that mystery 
came to a close on March 29, when Dr. John 
Agwunobi, assistant secretary of health, 
announced in a reportedly “terse” statement 
that Keroack would step down. “Keroack 
alerted us to an action taken against him by 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts’ Office 
of Medicaid,” Agwunobi said. “As a result of 
this action | accepted his resignation.” 


What Medicaid officials are looking into 
isn’t clear, but in a letter to staff, Keroack 
wrote that he hired an attorney to represent 
him in appealing an “action” taken against 
him by Medicaid officials. “My attorney feels 
confident that misunderstandings have 
occurred and that upon further review of the 
facts during the appeals process, this action 
will be reversed,” he wrote. 

News that Keroack is out pleased women’s- 
health-care advocates, who are calling on 
Bush to actually appoint someone qualified to

the family-planning post. “Keroack was 
unqualified to run the nation’s family-planning 
program,” Planned Parenthood Federation of 
America President Cecile Richards said. 
“The Bush administration must replace 
Keroack with a legitimate, mainstream public- 
health expert who supports family planning 
and access to birth control. The nation’s fami- 
ly-planning program should be run by a cham- 
pion for women’s health and safety.” 

In other reproductive-health-related news, 
on April 2, Bush appointee Wade Horn, who 
has served since 2001 as HHS’ assistant 
secretary of children and families, 
announced he would step down to take a pri- 
vate consulting job. Horn oversaw 65 pro- 
grams that serve children and families — 
including expanded money for faith-based 
social services, expanded funding for absti- 
nence-only sex ed, and programs that 
“promote” marriage and aim to “produce” 
good fathers. — Jordan Smith 
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No Concord for Northcross? 


Neighborhood anger over the Northcross 
Mall redevelopment now is focusing on core 
issues related to the city of Austin’s top man- 
agement and form of government. 

Responsible Growth for Northcross 
(RGAN), dissatisfied and disheartened by 
what the group sees as city management’s 
failure to appropriately respond to neighbor- 
hood priorities for redeveloping Northcross, 
has publicly called into question the perfor- 
mance of City Manager Toby Futrell. RG4N 
supports a recent council resolution to 
form a charter review committee — because 
it sees a charter review as an opportunity 
for public dialogue about the City’s Council- 
manager form of government. (The mayor 
and council appoint the city manager, who 
serves as chief administrator of the entire 
city organization; the position has far-reach- 
ing powers.) RGAN also is weighing in on 
council’s upcoming review of Futrell’s per- 
formance and compensation. Based on 
issues raised by the Northcross conflict, 
said RG4N’s Hope Morrison, “We don’t 
believe the city manager’s performance 
merits a raise.” 

RGAN, an umbrella group working with area 
neighborhood associations, has been advocat- 
ing since last fall for a higher-quality redevel- 
opment of Northcross Mall, without a Wal- 
Mart Supercenter. Futrell recused herself 
from Northcross due to a filed conflict of inter- 
est (her husband is employed by Wal-Mart); 
Assistant City Manager Laura Huffman has 
been acting in her stead. 


Last week, RG4N accused Huffman of failing 
to play an objective role in facilitating negotia- 
tions between Lincoln Property and area 
neighborhood representatives for revisions to 
the developer’s Northcross redevelopment 
plans to reflect priority neighborhood concerns. 
“City management has so blatantly worked to 
advance the developer’s interests, rather than 
advocating for the neighborhoods or working as 
a neutral facilitator to reach a mutually agreed 
solution,” said Paige Hill, president of RGAN. 

While RGAN is focusing its ire on the city 
manager, Council Member Brewster 
McCracken ascribed the manager’s relative 
passivity, in failing to champion the neighbor- 
hoods’ wishes, to a lack of strong direction 
from council members and the mayor, who 
have been divided in their own responses. 

On Monday, March 26, responses were due 
from all neighborhood groups to a modified 
Northcross site plan and a “term sheet” of 
promised improvements, the results of a city- 
run process led by Huffman. City management 
took control of the process, filtering and facili- 
tating the presentation of neighborhood 
requests and priorities to Lincoln and Wal- 
Mart. RG4N said in a statement that the 
changes “have not addressed neighborhood 
concerns in any meaningful way.” 

“The fact is the city clearly and appropriate- 
ly conveyed all of the neighborhood requests,” 
Huffman responded to the Chronicle by e-mail. 
“City staff has been very aggressive in push- 
ing those priorities in discussions with Lincoln 
and Wal-Mart. There is no doubt in my mind 
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Northcross neighbors now w distrust not only Wal-Mart and 
Lincoln Property, but the city manager’s office, as well. 


that both Lincoln and Wal-Mart understood 
the deep concerns expressed by neighbors. 
Wal-Mart didn’t significantly shrink the size of 
the Wal-Mart store. Lincoln chose not to ter- 
minate leases and redesign the project. These 
were the developer’s choices — not staff’s.” 
Huffman said that the latest round of feed- 
back from neighborhoods, to the revised site 
plan and term sheet of improvements, was 
sent to both Lincoln and Wal-Mart. Huffman 
promised, “We will continue to push on core 
issues that have not been addressed” and 
said, “We will work toward a proposal that 
neighborhoods support until the developers 


tell us they are through with the negotiations.” 


Because RGAN believes the city has failed 
to appropriately represent citizen interests, 
the advocacy group called upon Huffman to 
engage a neutral third-party negotiator. As a 


model, the group pointed to the 
city-endorsed role that ROMA 
Design Group served in suc- 
cessfully achieving developer 
and neighborhood consensus on 
terms for the redevelopment of 
the Concordia University site. 
(See “Developing Stories,” 
March 30.) In that case the 
developer — not the city — paid 
for both the urban designer 
and an attorney for Hancock 
Neighborhood Association. (Of 
course in that case the developer 
still needed council to approve 
significant upzoning on the prop- 
erty — a major bargaining chip.) 
In requesting an outside facilita- 
tor, RG4N objected: “Rather than 
seek a similar path to resolving the Northcross 
issue, the city chose to pay $224,000 in tax- 
payer dollars to hire an attorney from Scott, 
Douglass & McConnico, LLP to fight the neigh- 
borhood groups and help Wal-Mart build a 
supercenter at Northcross.” RG4N also 
expressed disappointment that a Feb. 12 
request for city support for a community design 
charrette, to further develop the neighborhoods’ 
vision for the Northcross Mall project, was 
ignored by city leadership. 

RGAN has called for a boycott of all Austin- 
area Wal-Mart and Sam’s Club stores. Boycott 
supporters include the Central Austin Demo- 
crats, South Austin Democrats, North by North- 
west Democrats, Austin Full Circle, and the 
Austin Central Labor Council, whose members 
total more than 25,000 households.

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AMD Not So Clean? 


As heavy rains fell on Austin early last week, large amounts 
of sediment-laden runoff were spotted flowing from the 
Southwest Austin construction site of AMD’s controversial 
Lone Star campus. On Wednesday, the city of Austin issued 
a written notice of noncompliance for “failure to provide ade- 
quate erosion and sedimentation controls.” Officials from the 
city’s Watershed Protection and Development Review 
department ordered AMD to revise its dewatering plan to con- 
tain sediment on-site after witnessing dirty water being 
pumped off the property. AMD was also told to “remove all 
sediment deposited in the waterways” and “maintain all tem- 


porary erosion and sedimentation controls.” 


prevent the runoff, Bullard said, “When dealing with an active 
construction site, it takes time to get a project’s systems func- 
tioning as architecturally designed.” He went on to say, “You 
can argue as to whether development should happen in that 
part of town” but said it’s “disingenuous to say you can’t build 
anything over there.”

“It’s remarkable that a company who produces the 
most advanced computer chips in the world can’t fig- 
ure out how to keep construction runoff from finding 
its way into creeks,” said SOS communications direc- 
tor Colin Clark. While not surprised by the incident 
“since they’ve scraped a big hillside,” Clark said, “if 
we get another big rain, who’s to say it won't happen 
again and pollute the Barton Springs Watershed?” 
And this is just the construction phase, he added, the 
addition of pavement and cars will introduce different 


kinds of pollution. 


AMD spokesman Travis Bullard said, “There was 
rain all over Central Texas; every construction across 
town had runoff, and that’s just part of building in 
Central Texas.” Asked why the AMD’s well-publicized, 
sophisticated storm-water collection systems failed to 
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But Mark Mauldin, the city’s environmental conservation 
program manager, said the visible sediment deposits inspec- 
tors witnessed leaving AMD’s site in and of themselves consti- 
tute a violation. Mauldin said AMD was back in compliance the 
day after the issuance of the violation, which was based pri- 
marily on crews’ pumping of sediment-heavy water off the site 
because a sediment trap (or basin) designed to catch and 
remove solids from runoff water was about to overflow, due to 
a clogged filter pipe.

Rialto Boulevard, the sediment didn’t 
appear to reach Williamson Creek. 

Chuck Lesniak, an aquatic biologist 
and city environmental cleanup expert, 
said, “Sediment can certainly be 
described as pollution,” adding that it has 
a detrimental impact on aquatic plant and 
animal life. “Similar discharges can, over 
time, degrade creek-bed quality, smother 
plants, and fill in rock fissures and gaps 
that are home to aquatic life.” Certain 
amounts get into creek beds naturally, but 
large releases can put the natural system 
out of balance.” 

During a ceremonial topping-off event at 
AMD’s construction site, CEO Hector Ruiz, 
speaking of the tech firm’s local legacy, 
described the project as “the best way of 
harmonizing a business and a community in 
an ecologically and environmentally sound 
way.” Now, more than ever, observers will 
be intently watching for any further environ- 
mental discord on AMD’s part.

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Plainview Estates to Finally Get Water 


Travis County commissioners had no 
problem signing off on $115,000 this week 
to connect the 40 homes in the low-income 
Plainview Estates subdivision to water 
service. 

Plainview Estates came to Travis County 
loaded for bear — with a minister from 
Austin Interfaith in tow — to plead the case 
for the water service. Many of the homes, on 
large-acre lots subdivided just more than 40 
years ago, have faced limited well water for 
months. One well in the subdivision dried up 
more than six years ago. A number of resi- 
dents commute into the city weekly to haul 
water back to their 
homes, just to be able to 
flush their toilets. 

But even before resi- 
dents got up on Tuesday 
to outline their case, 
County Judge Sam 
Biscoe noted the court’s 
inclination to fund the 
water project. As Alfred 
Krebs, pastor of Prince 
of Peace Lutheran 
Church, pointed out, the county is getting a 
good deal. The Hornsby Bend Utility 
Company is willing to pick up most of the 
$476,000 tab on the water-line extensions 
down Plainview and Clearview drives. All the 
county is expected to put up is $115,000, 
only a quarter of the full cost of the project. 

“To be honest, compared to the other water 
projects we’ve had, this is a small amount of 
money,” Biscoe said. “At the same time, 
though, we’ve done enough of them to know 
that there are typically other issues that sur- 
face before the project is done, and there is 
no reason to think we won’t encounter some 
of those issues here.” 

Read that to mean that water service may 
have to be followed by Sewer service out to 
the small subdivision. Travis County, which 
has faced such “urban colonia” issues in 
the past, is used to such problems. Forty 


years ago, the county had practically no 
standards for getting subdivision plats 
approved. That’s why people moved out to 
the country. No taxes and no regulations 
then, however, equals headaches like 
Plainview Estates now. 

The county has successfully brought water 
service out to a number of similar Subdivisions. 
In some cases, such as Kennedy Ridge, the 
path to water and sewer service was some- 
what bumpy but worked out once state-grant 
funding was secured. In others, such as 
Northridge Acres, it took years to get the 
neighborhood to offer up the cooperation and

sweat equity necessary to complete the rath- 
er extensive water and sewer project. 

Commissioners approved the initial funding 
for Plainview Estates unanimously. The only 
real discussion in the case was which fund 
the county would use to pay for the project 
and any eventual septic-line projects that may 
follow. Community development block 
grant funds can’t be doled out in advance 
and would not be available until year’s end. 
County health corporation dollars or unallocat- 
ed funds could fill the gap. 

Biscoe said the details of the expenditure — 
and where future money would come from to 
deal with any future challenges in Plainview 
Estates — will be worked out at a future court 
meeting. Details of the project are likely to 
come back to court when the county signs a 
contract with the utility provider.

After the (SXSW) Party: 
Where’s the Fire? 


Since opening their South Congress boutique FactoryPeople 
nearly four years ago, Le and Thomas Popov have thrown 
parties at the store — including large fetes planned to coincide 
with the Austin City Limits and South by Southwest festi- 
vals. With the help of corporate underwriting, they book musi- 
cians, stock up on booze, and hire off-duty Austin Police offi- 
cers to handle security and crowd control. Although not offi- 
cially affiliated with either festival, says Le Popov, the 
FactoryPeople parties have always come off without a hitch — 
until this year. About an hour into a March 15 SXSW afterpar- 
ty, at around 12:30am, an Austin Fire Department marshal 
showed up and shut down the fun. 

The problem, the Popovs learned, was that they didn’t have 
a “change of use permit” or “public assembly” permit. In 
essence, city ordinance requires anyone seeking to transform 
a public space from one use to another — in this case, from a 
retail space that sells clothing into a party Space or a music 
venue, if just for one night — to get a permit to do so, in order 
to address issues of fire safety. The ordinance has been on 
the books since January 2006, essentially to regulate fraterni- 
ty parties, which had rarely incorporated fire-safety measures. 
Fire Department inspectors make a site visit to review what 
measures, if any, need to be undertaken in order to make sure 
the new use complies with the city’s fire code. 

When the fire marshal arrived at the store that Thursday 
night, there were nearly 300 partygoers in the store — well 
above the 49-person occupancy allowed without the change-of- 
use permit. The party was shut down, and the Popovs were 
issued a $500 citation. The Popovs were not pleased: “By all 
accounts, it was the smoothest party we’d ever run, and we 
were ecstatic,’ Le says, making the shutdown all the more 
painful. Le says she and her husband tried to find a way to 
bring the party into compliance on the spot — as, for example, 
getting the marshal to agree that the party could go on if the 
two APD officers on site agreed to be on “fire watch” — but 
nothing worked. “It was a very contentious ... exchange,” Le 
recalled. The marshal “was not there to figure out a way [for 
us] to be compliant; he was there to shut us down.” 

The Popovs’ FactoryPeople party wasn’t the only event of its 
kind to be shut down by the AFD — but it was one of just three 
that the marshals busted because the event lacked a change- 
of-use permit (the other two were Franki Chan’s Friday night 
IHeartComix party at Blue Genie and a smaller rooftop party 
on West Sixth Street). Organizers at seven other venues — 
mainly warehouse spaces on the Eastside — applied for and 
received the change-of-use permit, said Assistant Fire Marshal 
Don Smith. In all, says Smith, the AFD issued just nine cita- 
tions during the week — five to venues that exceeded their 
occupancy load, one for not having a load card, and three for 
failing to obtain the public-assembly permit. 

Considering that the marshals made more than 300 
inspections during the week, nine citations is remarkably few 
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— the shutdown parties seemingly would’ve merited little 
more than a footnote to an otherwise successful week. But 
when word got out that SXSW officials had printed out a list 
of 80 or so parties not affiliated with SXSW and had provided 
the list to the Fire Department, the nonevent took on a life of 
its own, and — with help from a handful of bloggers and the 
Statesman, says SXSW Director Roland Swenson — sudden- 
ly the permit issue had morphed into a conspiracy theory that 
SXSW wanted the parties shut down as “competition” and 
put out of business. 

While SXSW officials did print out a list of parties for the 
fire marshal, it wasn’t done to target anyone in particular, says 
Swenson, or as an official “complaint” about any particular 
party. “As an overall complaint about the Fire Department not 
inspecting events other than ours, yes,” it was a complaint, he 
says, an attempt to make sure that every event — those affili- 
ated with the Festival and those that aren’t — was subject to 
the same safety standards. In fact, says Swenson, he was “as 
surprised as anyone that [the three parties in question] were 
shut down, because | thought they would’ve had all their shit 
together.” Nonetheless, that Festival officials had given the list 
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FactoryPeople’s owners weren’t pleased when 
AFD shut down their 300-person party. 
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to the marshals quickly became blog fodder, unleashing a tor- 
rent of anger directed at SXSW as a “faceless [corporate] 
monolith” up to no good, Swenson says. Ultimately, though, 
Swenson says that while Festival organizers “try to protect and 
even control [the Festival] to make it work,” the bottom line is 
that city ordinances and permit requirements are in place to 
ensure that events are as safe as possible. 

If something bad were to happen - like, say, a fatal fire at a 
club or party, akin to what happened at the Station nightclub 
in Rhode Island several years ago (where 100 people died in 
102 seconds, says the AFD’s Smith) — the tragedy would be 
forever connected to SXSW and Austin, whether or not it hap- 
pened at an official SXSW event. And of those who slag 
Festival officials for playing party pooper, Swenson says, “It’s 
about a lack of knowing history, really. A lot of the people 
most worked up don’t remember the first time the Fire 
Department cracked down on South by Southwest, in 1991.” 
That year, marshals shut down numerous official SXSW ven- 
ues, he said, which prompted a noisy public backlash directed 
at SXSW. 

The 1991 crackdown ultimately had a positive effect, said 
Swenson, by teaching Festival organizers that working with the 
fire marshal is imperative to putting on a safe and successful 
event. “So that sort of created our 15-year history of working 
with the fire marshal to ensure all clubs are performing to 
code,” Swenson says. And 
that’s exactly the kind of out- 
come that city officials hope 
will come from this most 
recent controversy, says 
Assistant City Manager Mike 
McDonald. He met with the 
Popovs last week to discuss 
how the city can help party 
planners better navigate the 
permit process: to improve 
the city’s Web site, to dedi- 
cate space to answer ques- 
tions about party permitting, 
and to place ads in various 
local publications during busy 
times — before SXSW and around the winter holidays — that 
explain “here’s the things to take into consideration” when 
planning a party, he said. McDonald says the city and SXSW 
officials have gotten to the point where planning and safety 
concerns are discussed well in advance. “It’s not that [SXSW] 
is getting any favoritism,” McDonald says. “Over the years 
they’ve [simply] learned exactly what needs to be done.” 

In the end, Le Popov says she’s also happy with the way 
things have worked out: “I’m feeling good with what we know 
now,” she says. “The nice thing is A) nobody was hurt, and B) 
[we realized that] the players that are involved in all this really 
do have the best interest of everyone at heart.” - Jordan Smith 
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Bob Barr vs. Bob Barr

Once upon a time there was a Republican con- 
gressman named Bob Barr. He represented 
Georgia and had more than a few repressive and/ 
or intrusive views on things. Take, for example, his 
stance on medical marijuana: After D.C. voters — 
constantly under the thumb of Capitol Hill on 
everything (that’s what taxation without representa- 
tion will get you) — approved a measure legalizing 
medi-pot for seriously ill District patients, Barr 
stepped up to the plate to completely thwart voter 
will via the so-called Barr Amendment, which 
sought to strip the city of all funding if officials 
attempted to “enact or carry out” any local initia- 
tive to legalize or reduce penalties associated with 
use or possession of pot (or any other drug). In 
essence, Barr was the Man responsible for sup- 
pressing the will of 70% of District voters — not 
exactly a great title to hold (not that it seemed to 
bother Barr, mind you). 

Flash forward to March 2007: My, how times 
have changed. According to the Marijuana Policy 
Project (which, it should be noted, has railed 
against the Barr Amendment on more than one 
occasion), the nonprofit group has just hired — 
drumroll, please — former Rep. Bob Barr to be an 
MPP lobbyist. Whoa: | know, it’s pretty stunning, 
but it would seem that Barr - who dumped the GOP 
last year to join the Libertarians — has had a 
come-to-Jesus moment, and in part, the MPP says, 
Barr will be lobbying to gain for D.C. residents the 
right to enact a medi-pot law. In other words, Barr 
will be lobbying against the 1998 Barr Amendment 
— or, aS MPP’s government relations guru Aaron 
Houston says, the amendment now referred to as 
“the D.C. medical marijuana amendment.” 
Whatever you want to call it, Barr will now be lobby- 
ing against it: “I, over the years, have taken a very 
strong stand on drug issues,” Barr told the D.C. 
rag The Politico last week, “but in light of the tre- 
mendous growth of government power since 9/11, 
it has forced me and other conservatives to go 
back and take a renewed look at how big and pow- 
erful we want the government to be in people’s 
lives.” Amen, brother Barr, amen. 

Anyway, Houston and the rest of the MPP are pret- 
ty stoked about adding Barr to their ranks, in part 
because he does have a reputation on Capitol Hill. 
Adding him is a “boon to the cause,’ says Houston. 
“It’s a boon to the movement.” Indeed, Houston says 
the news that Barr would join MPP has received a lot 
of attention on the hill — “Everybody,” Houston says, 
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Odds are 1-to-1 the fight ends in a draw.

In addition to lobbying against the Barr Amenc ...

boondoggles (not counting the drug war itself, that is). 

To refresh, the anti-drug ad campaign from the 
White House Office of the National Drug Control 
Policy — the beast responsible for all those trite 
don’t-do-drugs commercials — is a multimillion-dollar 
loser. Problem is, you see, that the ads don’t work — 
never have, never will. In fact, several of the ads 
have actually had a reverse effect, which is to say — 
oh irony, you cruel, sweet mistress — that they’ve 
been isolated in research as commercials that have 
actually prompted teens to try drugs, specifically pot. 
In fact, it appears the ONDCP actually knew the ads 
weren't working but sat on a report that pointed that 
out. Nonetheless, the ONDCP — home to the nation’s 
drug czar, John Walters — continues forward with its 
automatonlike assurances that drugs are bad and 
that anti-drug commercials are good, even as con- 
gressional skepticism about the program continues 
to grow. Let’s put it this way: You know your program 
has issues when normally staunch drug-war allies — 
like Rep. Charles Grassley, R-lowa, who last year 
called for Walters’ ouster — begin questioning the 
efficacy of your strategies. (Of course that reality 
didn’t stop President George W. Bush from calling 
for a 31% increase next year for the ad-campaign 
budget, which would give it $130 million to piss 
away.) Cue Barr, who Houston and MPP hope will 
now play a pivotal role in the increasingly popular 
quest to quash the anti-drug ad program: It is so 
“clear cut” that it’s a failure, Houston says, but the 
fact that it continues on “demonstrates how incredi- 
bly difficult it is to kill a program in Washington.”

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Baby Boot Allegations 


at Clear Channel

Here’s a story that may sound familiar to 
working mothers: A longtime sales executive 
for Clear Channel Communications’ Austin 
stations is suing the company, alleging she 
was fired because she was pregnant. 

Heather Lonsdale had worked for Clear 
Channel’s Austin operation since 1998. In 
2002 she was promoted to national sales 
manager, traveling the country to pitch ads for 
the local cluster of six stations, including 
KVET (98.1FM), KASE-101, Jammin 105.9, 
KISS-FM (96.7FM), the River (102.3FM), and 
1300AM, “the Zone.” 

But, according to her lawsuit, Lonsdale’s 
status changed in spring 2006 when she 
announced she was pregnant with her second 
child and planned to take maternity leave at 
the end of the year. According to Lonsdale, 
when she revealed the pregnancy, her boss, 
director of sales Lise Hudson, expressed 
skepticism she could handle her job, suggest- 
ing it would be “too difficult to keep working 
as national sales manager with two children.” 
Hudson recommended she take a local sales 
position, which would give her “more free- 
dom,” Lonsdale, who now works as a regional 
sales manager for Border Media Partners, 
charges in the suit. 

But Lonsdale considered the offer a demo- 
tion and declined. At that point, Hudson 
“refused to accept the response.” In the suit, 
Lonsdale says months of trumped-up allega- 
tions against her job performance followed, 
even though national advertising sales were 
up for the year and she consistently received 
praise from her peers. In October, two months 
before she was due to take maternity leave, 
market manager Pam McKay told Lonsdale 
the national sales manager position had been 
eliminated. The suit alleges the excuses to 
let her go were “fabricated” and she was “ille- 
gally” removed under “the false assumption 
that she would be unable to perform her job 
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duties after bearing her second child.” (Lons- 
dale’s attorney did not return phone calls.) 
Reached by phone this week, McKay and 
Clear Channel attorney Brian Zimmerman 
declined to comment. In a court filing, Clear 
Channel denied all the charges, saying the 
company’s actions were “based solely on 
legitimate, non-discriminatory business reasons.” 
The suit threatens to get nasty if it goes 
forward. (In a late-breaking development, 
Hudson abruptly left Clear Channel this week. 
Company executives did not immediately i 
return calls seeking details.)

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was due to earn a base salary of $110,000, 
plus bonuses and stock options, according to 
the court filing. 
The suit details an alleged plan by Hudson 
o “harass” Lonsdale, including charges that 
she was not communicating with her col- 
leagues. In one case, the suit says, she was 
chastised for filing a report at “1:01 p.m.” 
when it was due at 1pm. But Lonsdale’s “stel- 
lar record and widespread support from her 
fellow colleagues doomed [the plan] to fail- 
ure,” the suit says. The court filings also note 
that the decision to eliminate her position 
was a contradiction of the earlier concerns 
that the job would be too much work for 
Lonsdale after the birth of her second child. 
Lonsdale’s tasks were not eliminated; they 
were “simply reassigned to a male employee,” 
who would never get pregnant, the suit charg- 
es. That employee was Lance Aldridge, who, 
according to the suit, was “handpicked” by "VISA. ae te 
Hudson to be general sales manager for the yea be 
River, Clear Channel’s Christian music station. 
Before Lonsdale was terminated, Aldridge 
allegedly sent an e-mail to a co-worker saying, 
“Something good may be happening; they 
may be getting rid of her [Lonsdale].” 
After Lonsdale filed a discrimination claim 
with the city, Clear Channel revoked her sever- 
ance deal, according to the suit. The lawsuit 
asks for compensatory and punitive damages, 
noting that reinstatement is not an option. 
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KEALING: 
Equal but Separate Plans 


At a March meeting, Kealing Middle School students and 
parents gathered inside the offices of the nearby Booker T. 
Washington housing projects to talk about the school’s future. 
When asked about their wildest hopes for Kealing, answers 
varied — one boy joked that he wanted teachers to let students 
bring cell phones to class. But topping everyone's wish list 
was one thing: a desire for Kealing to be “one school.” 

The discussion comes in the wake of the controversy sur- 
rounding Superintendent Pat Forgione’s since-shelved pro- 
posal to formally divide Kealing’s magnet program into a sepa- 
rate school with its own administration and state accountabili- 
ty tracking. Forgione withdrew the proposal in response to two 
student-led walkouts and protests from parents who were con- 
cerned that splitting the school would deepen existing divi- 
sions between the magnet and the comprehensive programs. 
Afterward, as he prepared to present a modified plan to the 
Austin Independent School District trustees, Forgione said he 
was pleased with the eventual outcome: “My primary intention 
in January ... | believe has been achieved, in terms of a plan- 
ning procedure that has created two terrific education plans, 
with good things we can implement — some in the short term, 
some in the long term.” 

District officials, parents, and faculty agree that one posi- 
tive outcome of the debate was an opportunity to re-examine 
the relationship between the two programs and begin to 
address some of the issues raised. Earlier this year, when 
Forgione announced his intention to split the school, he creat- 
ed two teams composed of faculty and administration from 
each program to draw up different plans. So while the school 
will formally remain one, the district still plans to implement 
some of the suggested two-track reforms. 

Among other things, the 11-point proposal for the “compre- 
hensive” (neighborhood) school calls for restructuring on a 
model of small learning communities with clusters of four 
teachers who stay with the same students all year long. The 
proposal also suggests increased social services for students, 
greater technological resources, an expansion of AVID (a pro- 
gram to point kids toward college), and several initiatives 
designed to get parents more involved. Many of the reforms 
will require additional resources from the district, said Helen 
Johnson, the interim director of the comprehensive program. 

Johnson said she and her team have come up with cost 
estimates she believes reasonable. While she doesn’t expect 
to get “everything we want, ... we wouldn’t ask for something 
if we didn’t think it was possible.” Kealing is better funded 
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than many schools in the district, said board of trustees mem- 
ber Robert Schneider, including an additional allotment for 
the magnet, as well as Title | money for schools serving a 
majority economically disadvantaged population. However, 
Schneider added, “The bottom line is that with the changes 
that came about with House Bill 1 and the special session [of 
last year’s Legislature], we’re working on a fixed income.” 

Johnson said that if she had to prioritize the proposals, 
high on the list would be team-teaching and technology. 
Currently there’s no computer lab serving all Kealing students, 
and the only computers are in classrooms dedicated to the 
magnet program’s keyboarding class. The proposal asks the 
district for three computer labs in addition to two labs on 
wheels, for instructional purposes and to extend keyboarding 
— soon a prerequisite for high school technology courses — to 
comprehensive students. 

Unlike the comprehensive proposal, the magnet proposal 
calls for no major structural changes. It is mostly a refinement 
of goals, priorities, and principles. It also includes initiatives 
designed to increase the number of underrepresented stu- 
dents in the magnet program through recruitment at targeted 
elementaries. “It’s painful — the allegations that the magnet 
program is elitist and racist,” said Ken Pfluger, a parent and 
a member of the Kealing Magnet Advisory Group. Yet dis- 
trict statistics show that black, Hispanic, and economically 
disadvantaged students are underrepresented in the magnet. 
Currently, the magnet is composed of 8% black, 26% Hispanic, 
and 54% white students, compared to districtwide middle- 
school numbers of 14% black, 53% Hispanic, and 30% white. 
And only 21% of the magnet population is economically disad- 
vantaged, compared to 46% of all Austin middle schoolers. 

A third proposal, drafted independently by other teachers, 
called for students to take core classes together and would 
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require magnet teachers, who on average have more experi- 
ence, to teach in both programs. Johnson said this proposal 
would be considered, but it would require more teachers 
despite limited resources. Pfluger says the proposal ignores 
the magnet’s mission as a program of academic excellence, 
and Schneider concurred, calling it a “utopian illusion” of 
something that hasn’t existed at Kealing for years. “It just 
hasn’t been the case that by grouping [neighborhood] students 
with magnet kids, everyone benefits from the rigor,” he said. 
Right now, there is crossover in fine-arts electives and extra- 
Curricular activities, and comprehensive students can take 
magnet courses provided there is space and they meet certain 
Texas Assessment of Skills and Knowledge requirements. 

Schneider said there’s reason to doubt whether the district 
will actually implement the proposed changes, given what has 
happened in the past. In 2001, problems similar to those 
being faced today led to the creation of a task force that 
issued a report titled “Academic Magnets and Neighbor- 
hood Schools.” Most of the recommendations made by the 
report were never acted upon, Schneider said: “During Dr. 
Forgione’s tenure as Superintendent, he has had two opportu- 
nities to resolve these issues from Kealing and has chosen 
not to act in both cases.” 

Schneider likens the situation at Kealing to that of LBJ High

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City Gets Street-Smart About Bikes 


Intent on finding new ways to make bicycling on Austin’s 
streets safer and friendlier, a city-organized task force got 
rolling last week, with the backing of local cycling celebs 
Lance Armstrong and Mayor Will Wynn. “The Street 
Smarts Task Force will help move us in the right direc- 
tion and make it easier for more Austinites to get out of 
their cars and onto their bikes,” Wynn said. Street Smarts 
— whose 31 members include citizen bicyclists, medical 
and health professionals, transportation planners, motor- 
ists, and members of recreational cycling organizations — 
was formed at the behest of the Mayor’s Fitness Council 
and the Urban Transportation Commission — which 
passed a resolution during the debate over a mandatory- 
helmet ordinance last August calling for a broad look at 
bike safety. The task force’s recommendations will go to 
City Council in early 2008 to be adopted as part of Austin’s 
Bicycle Plan, which was drafted first in 1996, sluggishly 
implemented over the years, and currently undergoing 
revision. The stated objectives of Street Smarts include: 
e Facilitating bicycling as a viable transportation option 
e Examining causes of recent bicyclist fatalities and inju- 

ries in Austin 
e Addressing Austin’s severe congestion 
e Identifying barriers to bicycle use 
e Encouraging bicycling for its health benefits 
e Laying the groundwork for a citywide bicycle-safety edu- 

cation initiative 
e Linking parks and open spaces with neighborhoods 

Annick Beaudet, project manager for the city’s Bicycle 
and Pedestrian Program, will be coordinating the task 
force. Many feel Beaudet, a devout transportation bicy- 
clist, has breathed new life into the bike program. She’s 
heading up the bike plan revision and expressed excite- 
ment about “implementing the bike plan with new eyes,” 
giving it a “focused look by a group of professionals that 
considers policy changes, code amendments, and differ- 
ent ways of thinking about street cross-sections to better 
address bike facility challenges.” Some possible policy 
adjustments, she said, could include a city-mandated 
minimum safe-passing distance for motorists overtak- 
ing cyclists (an idea that’s also a proposed state law) and 
a revisitation of whether parking should be allowed in 
marked bike lanes. Beaudet also emphasized the 
necessity of Street Smarts conceiving a public-aware- 
ness campaign for the city. “There has never been a city- 
led program to promote bikes for transportation or a 
share-the-road safety-awareness campaign.”

Mr. Safety himself, Preston Tyree, a national transpor- 
tation consultant and certified cycling instructor, is a 
Street Smarts participant. He offered this week to provide 
to all task-force members a free Road One bicycle traffic 
safety course, which he instructs in conjunction with the 
Austin Cycling Association. Tyree hopes Street Smarts 
will raise awareness that “there are cyclists out there, 
and there’s going to be more of them.” He’s also interest- 
ed in follow-through on the city’s bike plan and envisions 
a city-sponsored online bike-route-mapping system, provid- 
ing searchable maps of Austin’s most bike-friendly 
streets. “More people don’t bicycle places because they 
don’t know how to get there, and they’re afraid to ride in 
busy roads.” 

The League of Bicycling Voters, an ad hoc faction of 
Austin’s most committed and vocal transportation bicy- 
clists, collided with former Mayor Bruce Todd in his 
efforts last year to see City Council enact a mandatory 
all-ages bike-helmet law. The LOBV backed the creation of 
this task force as a safety-improving alternative to a hel- 
met law. “The LOBV is going to make sure that safety is 
at the forefront of everything this task force does,” said 
LOBV President Rob D’Amico, also a Street Smarts par- 
ticipant. Though no one trumpeted a pro- or anti-helmet 
agenda during the task force's first meeting, “everybody 
knows the helmet law is a subtext,” said D’Amico, who 
noted that the group is seeking data from an ongoing 
Seton Hospital study looking at helmet use and bicycle- 
related head injuries. He applauded the mayor for making 
Street Smarts such a high-profile priority. A city-funded 
public-education campaign “promoting the idea that bicy- 
cling can be a safe and economical way to stay fit and get 
around Austin” is among the LOBV’s objectives, he said.

Taxi Talk 


The belabored creation of a new taxi franchise continues 
this week, as the matter comes before City Council for 
possible first approval. 

When Roy’s Taxi, Austin’s second-largest cab company, rolled 
to a stop late last summer, several companies fought for Roy’s 
franchise and 55 permits. Out of three applicants — Lone Star 
Cab Company, Capital City Cab Company, and Longhorn Cab 
Company — a winner was to be selected in a lottery, drawn at ran- 
dom after each company met base qualifications. But the lax 
standards didn’t sit well with council, who decided the franchise 
should be awarded the way most city contracts are — through eval- 
uation following a request for applications. 

The controversy arguably began there, as Capital City submitted 
its application late, on a Monday following the Friday deadline in 
November. Regardless, when the Urban Transportation 
Commission issued its recommendation in January, it selected 
Capital City, because it outscored its competitors. While Longhorn 
Cab came in a distant third, Capital City only outscored Lone Star 
Cab Co. by a single point. 

Still, Capital City looked likely to be awarded the franchise at 
City Council’s Jan. 25 meeting — until first reading was postponed 
to March 1, when it was postponed once again. It now appears 
the decision was delayed so the Office of the City Auditor could 
examine the award process. At the request of Council Member 
Mike Martinez, the OCA is looking at Capital City’s finances — 
where it outscored Lone Star by a point, giving it the win. 

At first, the findings looked bad for Capital City; the auditor 
reported that $460,000 the company listed as assets was collat- 
eral on a $300,000 line of credit, raising concerns about the true 
value of the company. In an addendum to the report, however, the 
auditor and Capital City clarified that the lien would be placed on 
the money only if the company took out the loan; they didn’t but 
applied for it merely to show their “financial strength,” they claim. 
But problems still persist; /n Fact Daily recently reported that Zak 
Foto, Cap City’s co-proprietor, has had two convictions for driving 
while intoxicated, though it’s unclear whether this impacts the 
company’s application and front-runner status. The OCA report 
seemingly speaks to these findings, noting, “The City requests 
criminal history information for all of the principals of the appli- 
cant companies; however, no criteria exist regarding how to evalu- 
ate this information.” 

If council chooses to act today, it would still be weeks before 
new taxis hit the street: The franchise must be approved on three 
separate readings, with final approval no sooner than 30 days 
after first reading. — Wells Dunbar

Could developers become Austin’s new benefactors? 


Austin has begun to wise up about how much developers 
can be expected to do — often willingly, when asked — to help 
advance the broader public good. Developers of some high- 
dollar private projects in Central Austin are agreeing to provide 
public benefits that go far beyond a handsome facade (as 
developers long have been expected to do in other leading U.S. 
cities). Until recently, the city hasn’t required much of devel- 
opers beyond “economic development” — too often a euphe-

mism for business as usual. But now that Austin has, by some 
indicators, the strongest municipal economy in the nation, 
we've been somewhat emboldened to raise the bar and ask for 
more, while the getting’s good. City Manager Toby Futrell 
often cites the city’s official vision: to become “the most livable 
city in the country.” As developers resculpt the cityscape for 
private profit, they need to contribute to livable city goals — 
such as affordable housing, parks and open space, public 
transportation, a clean environment, climate protection, and

Brewster 
McCracken says he hopes to start with a scoring system for 
PUD (planned unit development) zoned tracts and then 
expand the system to other zoning in order to measure how 
well a development meets community, city, and even region- 

al (e.g., Envision Central Texas) policy goals. 
“Chinese menu” matrix 
incorporated into the city’s design stan- 
dards, a point system would reward “good 
behavior” like affordable-housing contribu- 
tions and green building. Developers would 
use points to eam “density bonuses” of 
additional square feet and upzoning on proj- 
ects. (While Texas law limits what the city 
can require in this regard, a long-established tradition 
upholds the right of U.S. municipalities to assess “impact 
fees” on projects that increase the need for city services and 
amenities.) To date, such deal-making in Austin has been too 
inconsistent, political, and exhausting; as McCracken said at 
council recently, this ad hoc approach needs to mature into

Waller Creek Revival 


“There was something in it for everybody,” said Council 


Member Sheryl Cole, explaining why she has championed the 
long-discussed, finally funded floodwater bypass tunnel along 
Waller Creek Downtown. Cole ticked through a populace-pleas- 


ing list of public benefits: improved water quality, Downtown 
vitality, a future recreational trail, enhanced tourism, linking the 
east and west sides, and, of course, economic development. 


Spreading the cost across the public and private sectors, in a 
sense, this $123.6 million capital-improvement project is being 
funded by creating a tax-increment financing district. The TIF 
district requires approval by both the Travis Co. Commissioners 
Court (accomplished last week) and the city of Austin (pending 
but considered a done deal). It creates new revenues by opening 
up land (more than a million square feet) along Waller Creek for 
redevelopment and improvements. 
Downtown land from the 100-year floodplain, the tunnel will 
stimulate new development, which in turn will generate new tax 
monies. Instead of going into the city’s general fund, those 
additional tax dollars — revenues above and beyond what the 
properties are generating in their unimproved state — will go to 
pay off the Waller Creek tunnel. 

Critics didn’t like the fact that private landowners along the 
creek will be the ones to benefit financially from a public- 
works project. But with Waller Creek at present an urban 
blight akin to an open sewer, a strong public interest in 
improvement prevailed. 

TIFs are becoming increasingly popular around town as fund- 
ing solutions. Although they can be overused, to the detriment 
of general city revenues, they do make sense for major capital- 
improvement projects that produce higher property values and

thus new tax revenues. Property owners don’t pay more taxes 


than they otherwise would on the projects developed, but some 
of the money is dedicated to paying for the infrastructure that 
made their developments possible. TIFs already are in place for 
Seaholm and the Domain. They’re also being proposed for the

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Help Wanted at Rainey 
Street: 
Civic-minded master developer 


Remember that Town Lake amphitheatre in 
the Waller Creek tunnel project? It’s to be sited 
where Waller Creek flows into Town Lake, just 
south of the Convention Center. Interestingly, 
the tracts of land on either side of that soon to be 
vastly improved outlet were offered up for sale 
last Friday by development partners Robert 
Knight and Perry Lorenz (both also serve on the 
Downtown Commission), as part of 13 acres 
they are making available in the historically resi- 
dential Rainey Street area. In 2005, after years of 
heated debate, the entire area of more than 20 
acres was rezoned Central Business District to 
allow for high-density development. 

The sellers’ intent is to attract a private mas- 
ter developer to create a nationally exemplary 
mixed-use urban development. In terms of 
public benefits, such a scenario could be excit- 
ing for the city — if the master developer is 
public-spirited. The city of Austin and all of 
Downtown potentially would have much to 
gain by attracting a developer with a strong 
track record of civic-mindedness, one commit- 
ted to giving back to the community. Even with 
CBD zoning, additional upzoning requests are 
highly likely; a planned master development 
could offer a tremendous opportunity — a la 
Mueller — for the city to negotiate significant 
“density bonus” public benefits, perhaps even 
as a project partner. (In much of the area, 5% 
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RAINEY STREETs Developers Robert Knight (l) and Perry Lorenz are looking for a master developer 
to create a model mixed-use community in the Rainey Street area Downtown.

affordable-housing units already are required.) 

“There are clearly many benefits to having a 
master developer for something like this,” said 
Brewster McCracken, “so that every project 
isn’t done piecemeal.” While the city is not 
now directly involved, he said, “We definitely 
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have skin in the game in the success of a devel- 
opment there.” 

Lorenz explained, “We want to make sure 
that it’s a dense, mixed-use, pedestrian-ori- 
ented community, with lots of residential. It’s 
the direction the city is headed, and it’s the 


direction we want to see this go.” He said he 
and Knight “absolutely” would give strong 
preference to a buyer who shared that vision; 
they’re already talking to master developers 
nationally with “the experience and the patience 
for this kind of project.” Lorenz said he would 
expect to stay involved with an out-of-town 
master developer: “I’m personally very inter- 
ested in seeing the design guidelines applied.” 

Most residents of the area now are interested 
in selling their properties, said Lorenz. For 
longtime, low-income residents, the upzoning 
of their homes represents a once-in-a-lifetime 
financial opportunity. A property worth 
$70,000 five years ago now could be worth 
more than half a million dollars, he said — if 
residents can work together to assemble home 
sites into larger tracts, which have far more 
value for development. 

“Most of the landowners are interested in 
getting the best price they can get for their 
property,” said Lorenz. “And they realize they 
need to work together to get there. They are 
willing sellers, expecting us to work on their 
behalf.” Lorenz said he and Knight own more 
than half of the 13 acres they’re offering for 
redevelopment, with the rest still in individual 
hands; Knight Real Estate Corp. signs dot yards 
throughout the neighborhood. 

But much work, consensus building, and 
skillful negotiation still would need to be done 
to bring the whole Rainey Street area into a 
single master development. Admitted Lorenz, 
“It doesn’t quite have a bow around it yet.”

dor, and the Eastside Homestead Preservation 
District. Concerned about too many TIF dips, 
council’s Audit and Finance Committee is 
seeking a full accounting of the total general 
fund drain that TIFs in place and in progress 
would represent. 

The tunnel is essentially the same flood solu- 
tion that made the San Antonio Riverwalk pos- 
sible (although Waller won’t be paved, instead 
retaining its natural rock creek bed). “Bringing 
together over 21 miles of trails between Town 
Lake and Waller Creek [at Waterloo Park] will 
add a new dimension to Downtown that will 
truly connect the city,” said Cole, who envi- 
sions a park trail system (and perhaps a 
low-key, Austin-style Riverwalk develop- 
ment) along the waterway. With a stable 
water level ensured, projects could be 
built right up to the new waterfront. 

However, the TIF district funds cover 
only the $123.6 million cost of building 
the tunnel itself and the inlet and outlet 
structures. (These include a Town Lake 
amphitheatre with a venue for water- 
front events and a new Town Lake 
Rowing Center.) Funds for desired ame- 
nities, such as a pedestrian trail along 
Waller Creek, must be raised separately. 
One likely source of revenues would be 
parkland-dedication fees on nearby 
mixed-use/condo projects. 

“It is my hope and expectation that the 
costs of the trail improvements will be 
covered by parkland-dedication fees,” 
said Cole.

sion, at its last meeting, moved to exempt all 
Downtown residential projects from the 
expanded parkland fees — another example of 
city entities working at cross purposes. Should 
the future condo-cafe projects on a future 
Waller Creek Riverwalk include any affordable 
housing — thus winning, in theory, a 100% 
exemption from all parkland-dedication fees — 
those condos won’t help pay for a Waller Creek 
trail (though their Web sites surely will market 
the trail to condo buyers as another Austin 
lifestyle amenity). What a tangled urban web 
we weave.

Tug of Benefits: 
Parks vs. affordability 


The dynamic, confusing, and, at times, contradictory current thinking about 
developer-financed public benefits was deliciously illustrated at City Hall last 
week. In one room, Planning Commission heard a presentation from the 
Affordable Housing Incentives Task Force. One task-force recommendation was 
that, to enhance affordability, the city should waive all parkland-dedication fees 
on all new developments in which at least 10% of residential units qualify as 
affordable under city SMART Housing guidelines. 

But the parkland-dedication fee is a critical source of revenue to acquire and 
improve city parks, a parallel public good. So across the hall, the Parks and 
Recreation Board was working on an amendment to the city’s parkland-dedica- 
tion fee ordinance, to expand the fee to all new residential projects, including 
Downtown condos. Yet many of those same condo projects are likely to reserve 
10% of units as affordable housing (or pay a fee-in-lieu) to qualify for city incen- 
tives such as upzoning — which would then exempt them from the parkland fee 
altogether, if the Affordable Housing Incentives Task Force has its way. 

So, who’s on first? 

Seeking a middle ground, the Parks Board passed a compromise recommen- 
dation: Grant a parkland-dedication-fee waiver, but apply it only to the afford- 
able units themselves, not to the project as a whole. This recommendation was 
made by Warren Struss, director of the Parks and Recreation Department, in a 
March 9 memorandum to Paul Hilgers, director of Neighborhood Housing and 
Community Development (which implements the city’s affordable-housing 
programs). Said Struss, “I cannot support the waiver for the entire project.” He 
cited “a pronounced adverse impact on the park system without the benefit of 
parkland dedication funds for enhancements.” 

Siding with the Parks position, the Austin Neighborhoods Council has adopted 
a resolution supporting the parkland-dedication-fee waiver only on affordable 
units, not on entire projects. (In addition, ANC is advocating for an affordable- 
units-only waiver on vertical mixed-use projects; currently, the city’s new design- 
standards ordinance provides a complete waiver for VMU projects.) 

Getting it from both sides at their meeting, several Planning commissioners 
were openly flummoxed by the inherent contradictions — give us affordable 
housing, give us parkland, or split the baby. 


AFFORDABLE 
HOUSING FUND 


Downtown developers could be 
required to help fund affordable

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Affordable Housing: 
A $1 million ante 


Constructive Ventures, the developer of the 250-unit 
Barton Place condominium project on Barton Springs 
Road, has offered to give a groundbreaking $1 million for 
affordable housing in the surrounding Zilker neighbor- 
hood. The offer represents a significant raising of the bar 
for contributions by developers; recently, affordable-hous- 
ing contributions (in voluntary exchange for zoning 
upgrades to allow extra density) by Central Austin condo 
developments — including Gables Park Plaza, a T. Stacy & 
Associates condo tower off Congress Avenue, and the CLB 
condo tower on West Seventh — have been running 
$250,000. A Constructive Ventures spokesperson said 
that its Downtown Spring condominiums high-rise was 
the first such project to contribute a total of $250,000 for 
public benefits (park improvements and affordable hous- 
ing combined). 

The Barton Place affordability proposal, signed between

$500,000. The city also would provide 
expedited reviews and permits per SMART 
Housing program timelines.

In the Zilker Neighborhood Planning Area, 
the MFI is $51,201 for family households 
of two or more, based on the 2000 census.

Mueller: 
Is the middle disappearing? 


Entry-level urban living — new units less than 
$200,000 — is emerging as a great underserved 
need in the market. New condo projects such as 
Spring, which initially promised such units, have 
raised their prices due to recent rapid increases 
in construction costs. At Mueller — a 711-acre 
site being privately redeveloped by Catellus, with 
a big investment by the city of Austin — market- 
rate single-family homes originally were estimat- 
ed to start at $180,000. But the least expensive 
homes now are estimated in the low $240,000s 
— a price increase of one-third. What happened? 

A Mueller representative said that the initial 
“Pioneer Program” has involved a learning 
curve for everyone; the price ranges released 
early on (a tad prematurely) were optimistic 
estimates that since have proved to be signifi- 
cantly off the mark. Builders still are finalizing 
home designs, square footage, and finishes — 
on which prices are based — in the face of rising 
construction costs. Mueller homes are in pre- 
sales; after April 30, firm pricing for the 340 
Phase I homes will be announced. 

For the affordable-housing program, for 
which 25% of homes are reserved, homes still 
are priced from the $120,000s to the $160,000s 
— making them an even better value for house- 
holds below 80% MFI. However, to discourage 
“flipping” and to protect long-term Mueller 
affordability, deed restrictions on affordable- 
program homes would require profit-sharing, if 
buyers resell their homes within a few years. 
The portion of profits owed to the developer 
would be directly reinvested into more afford- 
able Mueller housing. 

As a public-private project, Mueller has a 
strong stake in serving the public good. 
Developer Catellus says it recognizes the need 
to fill the “moderate gap” between the afford- 
able-program homes and the market-rate 
homes, which are priced up to the $600,000s, 
according to a representative. They hope to 
offer more pricing diversity in future phases by 
including additional home styles, home build- 
ers, and possible home-buyer assistance. 


Soul Development 


Big developers motivated by a sense of social 
mission do exist. One great example is Jair 
Lynch, who was brought to Austin last fall as 
part of the PeopleFund Speaker Series. The Jair 
Lynch Companies in Washington, D.C., (www. 
jairlynch.com) are both for-profit and mission- 
based; its portfolio includes numerous success- 
ful urban-redevelopment projects in D.C. 
designed “to revitalize and create healthy 
neighborhoods holistically by creating live/ 
work/play/leam environments in which com- 
munities can stand and grow on their own.” 
Says Lynch Companies, “We create ‘whole’ 
neighborhoods that are socially, economically, 
and racially diverse, with places to live, work, 
play, and learn.” 

“How do you honor the soul of a place?” is 
a lead question on the Jair Lynch Web site. 
Austin would do well to ask that same question 
— and require a stellar response — of every 
developer reshaping the city in which we live.

When Ballet Austin Artistic Director Stephen Mills turned The Taming of the Shrew 
into a ballet four years ago, he bestowed the plum role of Kate on dancer Allisyn 
Paino, who tore into it with a comic ferocity that was both hilarious and amazing to 
see. This week, Mills is reviving the ballet with Paino reprising her role as the 
Shakespearean spitfire, so the Chronicle checked in with her about the pleasures 
and demands of playing Kate.

RUTH DENNEY: In memoriam 


A teacher, mentor, and inspiration for 
who knows how many theatre artists 
over the past half-century has died. Ruth 
Denney, one of the most influential arts 
educators that Texas ever knew, passed 
away Monday, March 26, little more than 
a week before her 93rd birthday. Compli- 
cations from a hip fracture earlier in the 
month led to her death. Denney, born and 
educated in Ohio, moved to Houston in 
the Fifties and landed a teaching job at 
Lamar High, where over a dozen years she 
led her students to six state wins in the 
annual University Interscholastic League 
one-act play contest. After a shift to an 
administrative post with the Houston 

7 Independent School 
District, she founded 
a major institution 
for young artists, the 
Houston High School 
for the Performing 
and Visual Arts, in 
1971, just the third 
fine-arts magnet 
school in the U.S. 
Five years later, 
Denney moved to 
Austin and the collegiate world, spending 12 
years on the UT Department of Theatre & 
Dance faculty. In her storied career, Denney 
inspired thousands of students to careers in 
theatre, some to notable success. The one 
named most often is nine-time Tony-winner 
Tommy Tune, who has repeatedly paid tribute 
to Denney, headlining a concert to raise 
funds for the UT Presidential Scholarship 
that bears Denney’s name and including a 
Ruth Denney Award for lifetime achievement 
in theatre education among the Tommy Tune 
Awards handed out to high school perform- 
ers by Theatre Under the Stars in Houston. 
But the list of Denney’s celebrated stu- 
dents also includes Jaclyn Smith, Robert 
Foxworth, Carlin Glynn-Masterson, and 
Paula Prentiss, among others. When 
Denney was given the UT College of Fine 
Arts’ prestigious E. William Doty Award, 
honoring exceptional support for and culti- 
vation of the arts in Texas, Smith, Shelby 
Bryan, Dan Hedges, and former Fine Arts 
dean David Deming made a gift of 
Deming’s sculpture /t’s Hard to Be a Top 
Dog to UT in Denney’s name. It’s one of 
many honors the educator received: the 
Sara Spencer Artistic Achievement Award 
from the American Alliance for Theatre & 
Education, the Founders Emeritus Award 
from the Texas Educational Theatre 
Association, the Houston Mayor’s Award 
for Outstanding Contributions to the Arts, 
induction into the first class of the Austin 
Arts Hall of Fame. Best of all, she has her 
own theatre at the performing-arts high 
school she founded, where new genera- 
tions of young artists can continue to 
develop their talents and love of theatre 
under her name. - Robert Faires 
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Austin Chronicle: How was Kate differ- 
ent than other roles youd danced? 
Allisyn Paino: | had never been the 
main character who had to be present 
and have a clear transition through a 
three-act ballet. At first, when you think 
of Shrew, you think of this wild woman 
who beats everyone up, and it’s fun 
and funny. But the thing about Kate is 
she’s actually very complex. She starts 
out as this wild woman, but there’s this 
distinct transition in the ballet where 
she notices her softer side and finds 
affection for Petruchio. She has to go 
through this transition so that by the 
third act, she’s a different woman and 
she surprises everybody. That was very 
challenging. You really have to under- 
stand who these characters are. If you 
don’t know where it’s coming from, 


then you don’t know how to apply what- 
ever movement Stephen has given you. 
AC: And the comedy of it? 

AP: Comedy is very difficult. You have 
to have clear, concise timing, or it’s not 
funny. Stephen is brilliant at choreo- 
graphing ballet in a comedic tone. The 
comedy is built into the movement, in 
this ballet in particular. It’s very classi- 
cally based — tutus, pink tights, pointe 
shoes, classical lines, pirouettes, ara- 
besques — but then there’s a woman 
throwing herself at three men and 
breaking bottles over people’s heads 
and throwing a tantrum. So at the 
same time that you have this classical 
ballet going on, you have this tornado 


fly through, and Stephen’s quite talent- 
ed at that. 

AC: Was it good to come back to Kate? 
AP: I’ve actually gone with Stephen to 
two other companies, Sacramento 
Ballet and Dayton Ballet, and helped 
him set Kate’s material for The Taming 
of the Shrew. | was really excited when 
he told us that we were doing it again. | 
just love dancing this ballet. 

AC: And how has it been? 

AP: | got back into her shoes pretty 
quickly. Because in the initial creation, | 
researched so much and found out as 
much as | could about the character, it 
came right back to me. In fact, people 
have had to tell me to stop. “Please 
stop being Kate, just for a minute.” 

AC: The most fun thing about being 
Kate? 





AP: There are so many things! | get to 
crash a sugar bottle over one of the 
commedia men’s heads. Which is hilari- 
ous. And we have a lot of new people 
in the cast this time, so they may not 
be expecting it. There’s nothing like 
that first night on stage when they get 
hit over the head with that sugar bottle 
and are just lost in the sauce. It’s really 
quite funny. - Robert Faires

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AUSTIN SHAKESPEARE FESTIVAL: 
Playing in a theatrical mecca 


| have never traveled outside the continental 
United States, but I’ve often said, being the lifelong 
thespian | am, that if | could travel anywhere, I’d trav- 
el to London and Stratford-upon-Avon. |’d visit the 
birthplace of William Shakespeare and see his Globe 
Theatre, the wooden “O” on the River Thames that 
served as the original stage for many of the greatest 
plays ever written. Given my age and my financial 
condition, on more than one occasion I’ve thought 
that | would never get there, never be able to stand 
in that magical place, mount that stage and feel the 
ghosts of Richard Burbage and Will Kempe, imagine 
the galleries full of nobles, the pit packed and teem- 
ing with commoners, hear the cries of the vendors, 
and see the flag flying atop the roof, announcing the 
day’s performance. 

Little did | know that | only needed to take a short 
drive to a relatively small plot of land on Lake Austin, 
where Richard Garriott, best known as the founder of 
Origin and Destination Games and author of the 
Ultima gaming series, has constructed a replica of 
Shakespeare’s theatrical mecca. 

As a young man, Garriott belonged to the Society for 
Creative Anachronism, a living-history group that re-cre- 
ates life in 17th century Europe. “While he was in the 
SCA,” says Dale Flatt, one of Garriott’s property manag- 
ers, “he realized that there were very few places where 
they could actually go and do the types of activities 
they really liked to do. Typically they were limited to 
state parks and things like that. Once he started doing 
well in business, it was always in his mind that he 
would at some time create a place like the world he 
creates in his games, and when he found this piece of 
property — it was slated to be a Subdivision — he said, 
‘You know, it would be a shame to put all those homes 
out here.” So Garriott purchased the property and, on 
the bottom piece, within a hundred yards of Lake 
Austin, constructed his theatre, a replica of Shake- 
speare’s Globe which Garriott calls the Curtain Theatre. 

This weekend, Austin is invited to visit this mecca, 
as Garriott has generously loaned the theatre to the 
Austin Shakespeare Festival for three benefit perfor- 
mances of its recent production of As You Like It. It 
came about, says ASF Artistic Director Guy Roberts, 
when the company’s board president, Boyce Cabaniss, 
was at a fundraising event with Garriott. “We had 
always heard about this sort of mythical, amazing 
Globe Theatre replica that he had, and Boyce went up 
to him and said, ‘Hey, we’d love to do some Shake- 
Sspeare sometime for you.’ And Richard said, ‘Great! 
When do you want to come?’ | think we’re the first peo- 
ple actually to do Shakespeare in this theatre. It’s like 
a dream come true for us. We hope that everything 
works out and that once a year we get to do a benefit 
out here and get to do Shakespeare on this stage.”

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collective unconscious brimming with wonder, 
failure, delight, pride, and love.” 

Anastasia Coon, who’s performing a piece 
she wrote in one of the showcases of solo 
performances by master’s of fine arts acting 
students, finds the department to be caught up 
in a similarly intense rush of enthusiasm and 
anxiety, what she calls “superexcited/wildly 
stressed/crazy collaborative/extremely interde- 
pendent/go team!” That isn’t owing just to the 
condensed time frame prior to the produc- 
tion. “Many of the organizing committees and 
producers have been meeting for the last year 
to make the festival a success,” she explains. 
“Directors from each project have been meet- 
ing weekly since November. For many of us, 
our show in NWF is also our thesis, which we 
will defend to our faculty committees. So this 
is high-stakes stuff for all of us.” 

In some cases, those stakes are bound up in 
a particular creative vision that an artist has 
held for quite some time and is using the festi- 
val at long last to realize. Set designer Yvonne 
Boudreaux is one such artist. Her project, 
Portrait, is one she had in mind when she came 
to the university three years ago and is finally 
bringing to life in her last semester. Students 
who have taken part in previous festivals 
shared that perspective. In it, dancers har- 
nessed in a trolley walk and dance along the 
back wall of the B. Iden Payne Theatre as if it 
were a floor. Pieces of furniture are bolted into 
the wall to add to the illusion. “It is like when 
you peer over a balcony and look down on 
people walking,” explains Boudreaux. “The 
idea was to take simple movements that we do 
in everyday life and have your perception 
skewed.” The concept required an enormous 
technical challenge: building a 40-foot-long 
truss with trolleys inside of it that would allow 
dancers to run and dance along a wall. “I never 
thought the thing would actually be built and 
then work,” she admits. 

And it might not have, had Boudreaux not 
trusted in the nature of collaboration. One les- 
son she took from her experience in the 2005 
festival was “that I cannot do everything by 
myself. It is okay to ask for help and give peo- 
ple their own department to run.” She turned 
to fellow design grad student Chih Feng Chen 
to build the structure and asked her friend 
Andee Scott to choreograph — which actually 
allowed Scott to realize a long-held vision of 
her own: choreographing an aerial work, some- 
thing she’d been unable to figure out how to 
do in her work with Dance Repertory Theatre. 
Thanks to the collaborative process of the 
NWF, Scott is not only able to create an aerial 
dance but to do one that overcomes one of the 
limitations of the form: dancers hanging from a 
fixed point, “so the movement is restricted to 
parabolic pathways.” Chih Feng Chen’s trolly/ 
track system gives the dancers a way of exiting 
and entering the “stage.” “Of course, now that 
they can walk, there are other things they can- 
not do,” says Scott, “but that’s what makes it 
so exciting for me as a choreographer. I really 
get to explore and discover different ways to do 
things and address the concept of perception 
as it relates to how we see dance.” 

Coon is taking advantage of this year’s NWF 
to expand on the vision she realized in the fes- 
tival two years ago. “In the previous festival, I

wrote and produced a solo show called “Gracie 
and Rose,’ set in 1963, about two women who 
are lovers and living on a ranch in Wyoming. 
Gracie dresses to pass as a man when she leaves 
the ranch to do ‘men’s work.’ They both must 
cope with the extreme demands of the land, 
livestock, and of living in hiding from the sur- 
rounding community. When I wrote that show, 
I was just coming off of a breakup, so the story 
was pretty tragic, and it seemed that Gracie and 
Rose wouldn’t be able to overcome the obsta- 
cles of living as lesbians in rural isolation. But 
now, I’m much happier, so Gracie and Rose are, 
too. Their desire to have a baby becomes a 
metaphor for seeking biological freedom. So as 
my life expands, so does the piece.” 

That doesn’t mean everything about the piece 
expands. It’s still a solo work, and Coon notes, 
“Because we have a limited budget and time to 
tech our shows, I’m challenged to keep my ideas 
simple but packed with meaning; I can’t land a 
helicopter on stage like in Miss Saigon, but can I 
combine an old wooden ladder with the sounds 
of galloping hooves and capture the audience’s 
imagination to envision a herd of horses thun- 
dering across the plains of Wyoming?” 

Katie Pearl sympathizes. The Obie Award- 
winning co-creator of Nita & Zita has been 
brought in as a guest director in previous festi- 
vals — she directed the NWF presentation of 
Steve Moore’s Nightswim, as well as its world 
premiere at the State Theatre — and she’s back 
this year to steer David Modigliani’s play 
Wireless-less to production. “I’m trying to

remember to be very realistic,” she says. “For 
example, as I was conceiving how to stage 
David’s play, I know that we have only two 
hours of tech time — and probably can’t rely on 
the subtleties of lighting cues to move us 
through the show — so I built a system of carpet 
squares that will continually rearrange in order 
to take us to different ‘places’ on the stage.” She 
feels the pressure of the ticking clock more this 
time, too, as she works to stage a show with a 
large cast that’s “much more sprawling than 
Nightswim was. There’s a lot more to do: live 
sound, live video, technical elements. It feels a 
little like trying to contain an octopus in a fish 
tank that’s a tiny bit too small for it — but it’s a 
fantastic octopus! And a really great fish tank! 
So we'll just keep trying to make it work!!” 
Pearl sounds very much on the inside of the 
laboratory right now, but as an outsider, she’s 
also able to see the bigger picture, the goal of 
the organizers “to create a place and a time 
that acknowledges not only the fantastic work 
that is going on at UT but also the kind of 
work and creative trends that are growing 
nationally and internationally. So there is the 
goal of exposure but also the goal of acknowl- 
edgment that the making of theatre is entering 
a new age, one that is driven not solely by the 
playwright but instead is fueled by collective, 
collaborative creation. The playwright is joined 
in the room by many people, all of whom are 
writers in their own ways, using their own 
tools. ’m sure the shows coming up at this 
festival will be a testament to that.” a

‘TeasMonthlhy Hint Ede 
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: POOR PEOPLE 
by William T. Vollmann 
Ecco, 314 pp. , $29.95 

A well-regarded essayist from India wrote some 
years ago that the South Asian middle class wears 
sunglasses to avoid seeing the massive poverty of that 
nation of a billion souls. For award-winning American 
author William Vollmann, the world’s rich are now in 
danger of closing a steel door on poor people around 
the globe. Vollmann clearly hopes the so-called essay 
in his meaty new volume, Poor People, will not only 
keep that door propped open but will prompt readers 
to lift their shades, rose-colored or otherwise. 

From the streets of San Francisco to the mountains 
of Afghanistan and beyond, Vollmann roams, interview- 
ing destitute, impoverished men and women in an 
effort to glean “Why some are rich and some are 
poor.” It’s a noble inquiry, which makes the potential 
pitfalls of the endeavor more palpable to class-con- 
scious readers. For those familiar with Vollmann’s 
recent nonfiction Rising Up and Rising Down, as well as the 2005 National Book Award win- 
ner for fiction, Europe Central, there are early intimations that this mash-up of gonzo report- 
age, travel pieces, and interpolated interviews cannot compete. “I have decided brevity was 
more important than inclusiveness,” Vollmann writes in one of many footnotes contained by 
this volume; in turn, the reader is left pondering many questions. 

Claiming that “poverty is not political,” the author attempts to outflank Marxism as the 
20th century falls to history. Despite some admirable mental jujitsu — he asserts that pros- 
titutes have relative freedom but turns all his poor sources into something akin to whores 
by paying them for their time and stories — Vollmann stumbles at far too many interludes. 
For instance, he opines that one problem poor people must contend with is a lack of imagi- 
nation reflecting a lack of literacy and education, and then a few pages later, he accuses 
the rich of likewise failing to see beyond their material circumstance. Yet Vollmann never 
determines whether this shortcoming is a source of comfort or conflict. 

Vollmann remains a perceptive, nuanced raconteur. So, if Poor People fails as an essay, 
it still serves as a vital reminder that our common humanity transcends economic privilege.

by Sherman Alexie 
Grove/Black Cat, 174 pp., $13 (paper) 

Sherman Alexie’s first novel in a decade 
is a funny and wrenching story of a teenager 
who bounces around one foster home after 
another while time-traveling back and forth 
in a violent search for his true identity. 
Alexie is, of course, one of the best-known 
and most widely read American Indian 
authors working today. More to the point, 
he’s a master stylist, a writer who — through 
his ability to make readers both laugh and 
tremble, sad and angry — is able to move 
them in large and small ways. 

Flight begins with its protagonist, our nar- 
rator who calls himself “Zits,” lamenting his 
tragic circumstances. Born of an alcoholic American Indian father, who left the family when 
the baby was born, and an Irish mother who died of breast cancer when the boy was 6, Zits 
is in yet another foster home staring into the mirror and counting his acne pimples. He is 
deeply ashamed of his horrible appearance and feels absolutely no self-worth. 

So he gets arrested. A lot. It is during one of his trips to a juvenile holding cell that he 
meets a kid who calls himself “Justice.” Justice gives Zits a gun. Things go from bad to 
worse. He gets shot in the head, but instead of dying, he ends up time-traveling and 
embodying different people: everyone from an FBI agent who is infiltrating a radical 
American Indian movement to an American Indian boy during the Battle of the Little Bighorn 
to a scout tracking American Indians for the U.S. Cavalry to a drunk American Indian on a 
Seattle street corner. 

Flight is a quick read. Alexie makes use of short, clipped sentences to affect Zits’ inner 
dialogue. It is a stream-of-consciousness style that works very well here, and it allows 
Alexie to wax philosophic on the tragedy that is American history from the viewpoint of the 
American Indian. He calls it both ways, though. Everyone has blood on their hands. Both 
white and red men are guilty of horrible barbarism, and Alexie seems to wonder why vio- 
lence is the way of all. He doesn’t reach a real answer, though. He doesn’t have to. In the 
end, it is a very simple and singular act of love that heals the wounds of loneliness, 
shame, and brutality. - John Razook

The 
cheddar is creamy and lightly sharp; the feta- 
style is crumbly, creamy, and flawless; the 
pepper jack has delicious shards of spicy jala- 
peno pepper suspended in its mild, pale-yel- 
low Colby. All of the cheeses ($10 per pound) 
have succinct ingredient lists: milk, cultures, 
enzymes, and salt.

Full Quiver’s premier products are their cheese 
spreads. Virtually no one walks away from the 
booth without buying some. Made of homemade 
cream cheese flavored with fresh fruits, herbs, 
and vegetables, these spreads ($4) are per- 
fect on bagels and great with crackers. Flavors 
include garlic-basil, chive, 
jalapeno, spinach-feta, pine- 
apple and strawberry, and 
occasional seasonal flavors. 

Full Quiver’s snack chees- 
es are little nuggets of fresh 
cheese, rather like fresh 
mozzarella.

Years back, Jenny Kress was a production designer 
for print media in Miami, and she passed a hot-dog joint 
called Dogma every day. A nagging seed was planted in 
her brain. She and her nephew, Miles Stone, were dis- 
cussing a business they might go into together, and this 
whole Dogma thing kept coming back into her thoughts, 
especially after she saw a TV show on America’s famous 
hot-dog restaurants. Kress moved to Austin; Stone did 
a ton of research; and when the Jim Carrey film Bruce 
Almighty came out, their name was born. 

Dog Almighty was born of a few dirty-water carts — also 
used for parties, events, festivals, and the like four years 
ago — at Second and Congress. Dirty-water is a New 
York City term referring to a dog that’s heated in a vat 
of steaming water. “We started with a steamed dog but 
decided that flame-kissed made the very best hot dog,” 
Kress says. “So at Dog Almighty what you’ll find is a mix- 
ture of styles: The veggie dogs taste best cooked in water, 
the 100-percent all-beef hot dogs are cooked over flames, 
and the buns are toasted on the griddle, so they are crisp 
and not mushy.” 

And it’s the veggie option that Kress and Stone are 
perhaps most proud of. They use Smart Dogs for their 
veggie dogs, and their vegetarian chili is an award-winner, 
garnering second place in the first competition they ever 
entered it in. Made with textured vegetable protein and 
adzuki beans, it has a pleasing texture and a rich flavor 
with lots of zip on the finish. Carnivores would never mis- 


take it for beef, but vegans rave over it. On a veggie dog, 
it rules. 

They are up to three locations now: the original at the 
Historic Farmers’ Market on Burnet Road; one next to 
Chango’s on South Lamar; and the new one on the Drag, 
across from Dirty’s. All three will soon be pouring Austin 
Amber Beer and Maine Root Beer on tap. We tried sev- 
eral of the dogs and found all delicious. The Pfluger Dog 
($2.49) is made with house-made kraut, brown mustard, 
and onions. The Veggie Classic ($3.29) comes with veg- 
gie dog and chili, mustard, and onions (excellent). The 
Polish Dog ($3), a Polish sausage from Smokey Denmark, 
is good but needs more besides mustard. We recommend 
grilled onions and kraut. 

The corn dog ($1.99) is tasty, covered with a light 
tempura-style batter, but even better when you get it with 
minced jalapenos in the batter for 20 cents more. The 
onion rings ($1.79) utilize the same tempura batter and 
arrive as a loose rectangle. Fries are house-cut, crispy, and 
bountiful for $2.29 a basket. Tater tots are available, and 
all of the potato options can be smothered in cheese and 
chili. Frito pie ($3.99) is a gutbuster, covered with their 
thick, meaty, spicy chili, laden with cheese and onions. 

Dog Almighty’s hamburgers are not to be missed. We 
sampled a cheeseburger ($4.65) and were all smiles: 
char-grilled ground chuck, aged cheddar, crisp lettuce, 
pickles, toasted bun. Anything you order can be custom- 
ized with the 15 different options available as toppings, 
and we recommend going with the jumbo dog for 75 
cents more. 

The only way you could make Dog Almighty’s dogs 
any better was if you went with a high-dollar frank like 
a Best’s, Sabrett, Vienna, or a Hebrew National. As it 
is now, it’s the best damn dog in town and an inexpen- 
sive meal option that could get addictive — even for 
the vegans. -— Mick Vann

AUSTIN FILM SOCIETY DOCUMENTARY TOUR 
“Fish Kill Flea’ 


Before we’re introduced to 
the subject of the oddly titled 
Fish Kill Flea — namely, the flea 
market that would occupy the 
Space where once stood the 
bustling Dutchess shopping mall, the epicenter of commerce and 
community in the New York village of Fishkill in the Seventies — 
we’re served up a little contextual history by the town’s British- 
accented historian. Walking through an old cemetery and later, 
standing under an umbrella in the rain in front of the 1745 
house that George Washington once stayed in, he talks about 
the importance of preserving history and laments the decline in 
interest therein. (He also explains the origin of the town’s name, 
Fishkill: “kill” being a derivative of the Dutch word for “creek” 
and having “nothing to do with murder or the death of some- 
thing.”) Cut to the shambles that was the Dutchess shopping 

mall following its demise in the 
Nineties: a forsaken, trashed-out 
shell of what it used to be; a visu- 
al testament to the imperma- 
nence of commercial enterprise, if 
ever there were one. But, then, 
along came the flea market. 

Brian Cassidy shopped at the 
Dutchess as a child. Later on, as 
a photographer, he began shooting 
a series about the mall and the 
flea market but was never satis- 
fied with the resulting pictures. Some years later, visiting the flea 
market with fellow, soon-to-be-first-time filmmakers Aaron Hillis 
and Jennifer Loeber, Cassidy learned that the flea market was 
now slated for its own dance with obsolescence: It would soon 
be demolished to make way for a Home Depot. “Right then and 
there,” Cassidy recalls, “the three of us decided to make a film 
about this place, which we all agreed was far too important to let 
remain unnoticed.” Explains Hillis: “The vendors and customers 
were inevitably going to scatter and that particular subculture 
erased forever, which to us was a fascinating paradox: The flea 
market would expire, but it never could have existed if the mall 
hadn’t died first. Furthermore, it’s a sad fact of life that this can- 
nibalistic cycle is destined to repeat itself forever. So what’s 
worth preserving? What defines a landmark? And who earns the 
right to answer these questions? Considering the joys, amenities, 
and special moments the mall once offered, is it all that strange 
to eulogize ‘the great palace of commerce’?” - Anne S. Lewis

Aaron Hillis: |t’s funny that you ask about filmmaking challenges 
aside from money, because honestly, there wasn’t a single 
moment where we found ourselves begrudging the fact that we 
only had whatever was in our pockets as a budget. Brian was in 
grad school, so he had the easiest access to DV cameras and 
equipment, and like one of Lars von Trier’s notorious obstructions, 
it was just an unspoken element in our filmmaking that we were 
forced to use natural lighting, tons of handheld shots, and whatev- 
er vérité techniques spoke to our lack of resources. By the end of 
shooting, we ended up with full access to just about everyone and 
every place we wanted, so our major challenges were in shaping 
some sort of linear framework to our narrative. It’s extremely diffi- 
cult to make a compelling documentary with no voiceover, titling, 
or animation, plus one that utilizes a kind of patient camerawork 
that you’d sooner find in an arthouse film. 

Brian Cassidy: On the third day of shooting, while reloading the 
camera, a large condor perched onto the roof of the mall. The bird 
was somehow able to lift the roof off of the marketplace, tempo- 
rarily exposing all of the shoppers and vendors to the outside 
world. For that brief moment, everyone was able to see everything 
clearly. We did not shoot it but simply stood in awe. Some of the 
best moments throughout our six months of filming at the market- 
place occurred while we were not shooting yet somehow informed 
every corner of every frame within our finished film. 

AC: And what was it like making a movie as a collaboration of three? 
Jennifer Loeber: |t was like daily mud wrestling to determine 
who had the control and power that day. All joking aside, | think 
we realized early on that this was a three-person operation in its 
entirety. Regimented roles weren’t feasible and ultimately, were 
less interesting. Three minds working on the same creative solu- 
tion was a lot more exciting.

Still, a growing number of audiences over the years have shown up not knowing what 
to expect. They come just because it is Tarantino in attendance or because his introduc- 
tions are historically accurate, usually brilliant, and energetically delivered. Some are 
there because they’ve heard that other celebrities are often in the audience, while others 
have been dragged along by friends. 

Invariably, as early as the first film on the first night but never later than the second 
or third on the next, one can sense a certain puzzlement affecting part of the audience. 
Probably even most devoted fans of Hollywood, foreign, and arthouse films would not 
get these movies: The Glory Stompers; Dirty Mary, Crazy Harry; Jackson County Jail; 
Bucktown; Ghetto Freaks; Freebie and the Bean; The Lady in Red; and White Lightning. 
Although unspoken, you can almost hear questions floating through the theatre: “Is 
he kidding, or is he insane?” “What’s even good about these movies, much less great?” 
“Is this a camp attitude, the movies so bad the audience thinks they are good?” “Do 
they really like these films, believe they boast exceptional qualities and have aesthetic 
strengths to recommend them, or are they sycophants?” Those afraid of being unhip 
usually stay silent, though it is not uncommon to hear a conversation with just those 
questions in the parking lot after the movie. The gist of it is usually that rather than being 
of merit, these movies have no clothes. 

There is not one response, because grind houses did not offer and Tarantino does not 
show just one type of film; nor are the films restricted to even a contained general category. 
Although QT Fest programming runs toward renegade rather than mainstream cinema, 
there are plenty of Hollywood releases. Just not the ones everybody else takes seriously. 

The fascination of these films, most of the time, includes or at least begins with their 
theatrical intentions: Horror films are scary, women-in-prison films intense; motorcycle 
films range from modern Westerns to overly talkie moral dramas, and gangster films rip 
through any generic rules. After those are considered, the pleasures are largely 
and specifically cinematic. They are the pleasures of both pushing the 
envelope on accepted cinematic language and counting on the 
audience’s familiarity with genres to use a kind of narrative 
shorthand as a way of expanding a film without spend- 
ing money. Sometimes there are great perfor- 
mances or a taut script, but more often 
it’s the very ambition and daring 
of the films plunging ahead. 
Neither anchored by 


rindhouse, as you probably know, is a celebration of a certain kind of cinematic 
fare and the theatres that showed it. Robert Rodriguez and Quentin Tarantino 
each directed a feature and asked a few fellow directors to make trailers for 
imaginary grind-house films. The reviews that the three-hour finished product receives 
should prove interesting. Many critics will probably focus on the tribute theme, decid- 
ing whether they like or dislike either or both efforts while cheerfully accepting the 
ghettoized meaning of the term “grind house” itself. 

Tarantino’s previous film(s), Kill Bill, is the story of a woman with an overriding 
focus on violent revenge. She comes to realize that such vengeance is not only its own 
punishment but the ironic final twist of the knife of the act being paid back. By early 
2004, when Vol. 2 was released, the United States military was beginning to realize 
it had stepped in quicksand after an initially swift invasion of Iraq. Yet reviews of the 
film — whether negative or positive — pretty much agreed it was about nothing. Ever 
since going a bit overboard in discussing Pulp Fiction, the majority of American critics 
have been hard at work underestimating Tarantino’s work. “Death Proof,” as part of 
Grindhouse, will probably also be treated as a kind of cinematic cotton candy. 

It’s been just about a decade since the Austin Film Society presented the first QT 
Fest, where during 10 days, the director introduces about 40 films from his own collec- 
tion. The screenings have included double bills, triple bills, all-nighters (horror films), 
as well as kiddie matinees on the weekends. Most of those in attendance are film geeks 
and addicts whose drugs of choice are exactly the kinds of films Tarantino shows. They 
might not know all of them — Tarantino’s taste is expansive without known boundaries 
— but they are at least familiar with the genres and categories the films fall into.

The brainchild of Troublemaker Studios’ big boss Robert Rodriguez and co-con- 
spirator-cum-Austin-B-movie-A-lister Quentin Tarantino, Grindhouse returns audi- 
ences to the good old days of classic bad moviemaking, complete with a double 
feature linked by previews of coming attractions, themselves helmed by some of 
genre filmmaking’s biggest, bloodiest names. 

As a sinematic experiment that clocks in at more than three hours running, 
it’s a daring and occasionally sadistic venture, not only on Rodriguez’s and 
Tarantino’s parts, but also on that of the relatively new independent studio the 
Weinstein Co., which has spent more capital on marketing and advertising 

____ for Grindhouse than any other film in the Weinstein brothers’ history. Will 

modern cineplex audiences be able to hold their ADD in check for both the 

_ zombie-bio-horror-goregasm of Rodriguez’s “Planet Terror” and Tarantino’s 
surreal, shockingly violent, high-octane bloodbath “Death Proof”? And, 
more to the point, does this signal a turning point in film exhibition, just 
as Rodriguez's Spy Kids 3-D paved the way for a return to that cinematic 
gimmick (for a while, anyway)? And why hasn’t the Alamo Drafthouse 
opened up a real drive-in movie theatre yet, anyway?

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the conceptual structure of novels and theatre 
nor respectful of established Hollywood styles, 
these are movies! 

They appeal in a rich offering of other ways. 
There is the unassuming eloquence of guttural 
primitive filmmaking. There were new genres 
being regularly pioneered as well as substantial 
innovations in existing ones. Grind houses 
featured foreign genre films, the early works 
of important filmmakers, and even the most 
unexpected kind of chances taken by crazed 
street visionaries. Regardless, most mainstream 
filmgoers would find little entertaining about 
even the best of them. 

With their homage, however, Tarantino 
and Rodriguez have made not only two truly 
great movies but also probably the two most 
across-the-board acceptable in the history 
of grind houses.

Once, during a discussion among a group 
of film graduate students, I was arguing that 
Russ Meyer, the king of softcore filmmaking, 
was one of the great editors in film history. 
This has to do with Sergei Eisenstein’s theories 
of cinema. He believed in editing discordant 
images together in the flow of the film to create 
a “montage of attractions”: odd, striking jux- 
tapositions constructed 
with one shot or shots 
(thesis) followed by a 
disparate shot(s) (antith- 
esis), which together cre- 
ated a unique meaning 
(synthesis). Eisenstein 
did this with close-ups of 
people, shots of stone lions 
and of men shooting in 
the Odessa Steps sequence 
of The Battleship Potemkin. 
Meyer did it with a nude ina 
headdress jumping around on 
a sofa in the wilderness inter- 
cut with scenes of a dressed 
couple in the middle of an 
emotionally intense argument 
in Cherry, Harry, and Raquel. Looking around 
as I talked, I realized that those listening were 
smirking, making look-at-the-nut-go-oft-again 
faces that unfortunately were not an uncom- 
mon reception to my thoughts at the time. 

As you read this piece, ’m sure many of 
your faces will bear a similar look. This is 
neither a history of the grind house nor an 
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attempt to offer an annotated list of great 
grind-house films. Instead, it explores the idea 
of grind-house aesthetics located in individual 
films, as well as those created by the juxta- 
position of all of the works. The joys of these 
movies are many, as QT Fest regulars know. 
Given that so many of the grind-house films 
are crap and didn’t need to be much more, in 
my experience, though it defies logic, there are 
still a substantial number of wonderful ones. 

Grind house is a generous term having both 

an industry and popular meaning, 
but mainly it referred to an inner- 
city theatre. Most showed double 
or triple bills. Some stayed open 24 
hours a day, showing the same bills 
over and over. As much or even 
more than what they showed, they 
were really defined by location and 
condition. Among the best-known 
grind houses were grand theatrical 
showplaces fallen on hard times; 
all were in squalid shape becom- 
ing ever more run down, as there 
was never any effort to keep them 
up. Some of the audience came 
for the movies, but many oth- 
ers were either there to escape 
the weather or for clandestine 

— usually commercial — sexual liaisons. 

Grind houses were often part of a greater 
drive-in movie/exploitation distribution circuit 
featuring all kinds of films. The range of what 
was available was impressive, including those 
great by any standards: Bloody Mama and 
The Masque of the Red Death (Roger Corman), 
Terminal Island (Stephanie Rothman), Jackson 
County Jail (Michael Miller), Vanishing Point

Other films distributed includ- 
ed softcore porn, regional or race- 
specific stuff (all-black movies, 
the PreacherMan comedies), and 
traditional exploitation (Mom and 
Dad, Sex Madness, Marijuana: 
The Devil’s Weed). There were 
also unique or extreme genre 
works, often the output of true 
eccentrics (including the whole 
Mondo series of films, Ilsa; She Wolf of the 
SS; High Yellow; Doctor Butcher M.D., Medical 
Deviate; the notorious Snuff; and Chesty 
Morgan of the 73-inch bust starring in Doris 
Wishman’s Deadly Weapons). These circuits 
were often the only places in the States to offer 
many European genre works 
that didn’t fit the arthouse 
template. Until just the 
last few years, Asian mar- 
tial-arts films were almost 
entirely confined to these 
theatres. Almost always 
dubbed, they were regu- 
larly retitled, often with 
more attention paid to 
the other film(s) on the 
bill than to their actual 
content. In that vein, 
a European black-and- 
white horror film was 
retitled I Eat Your 
Skin to be eftectively 
double-billed with I 
Drink Your Blood. 

They are all films 
that were specifical- 
ly produced for this 
circuit and not shown 
at regular theatres, but a good grind house 
would show anything, including Hollywood 
mainstream productions in their umpteenth 
re-release and art films graced with appropri- 
ate titles. Karen Arthur’s marvelously creepy 
The Mafu Cage was re-released as Don’t Ring 
the Doorbell. 

Sometimes the films complemented one 
another: three horror films, a bill of all motor-

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cycle movies, or two Italian gladiator epics. 
But the bills’ logic could often be inexplicable, 
curated by what was available or just out of 
ineptitude and active disinterest. 

Long ago, my friend, filmmaker Rufus Butler 
Seder, dragged me to just such a double bill at 
a Boston grind house. The first film was Bite 
the Bullet, a Hollywood studio release directed 
by Richard Brooks and starring Gene Hackman 
and James Cobum. The female lead was Candice 
Bergen, which is why we were there, as Seder 
had a very serious thing for her During the 
intermission, I went to the men’s room, where 
three teenagers from the neighborhood harassed 
me, eventually taking all my money: a quarter. 
Getting back to Rufus, I started telling him how 
I was held up in the bathroom. 

“Yeah, okay,” he cut me off. “But the next 
movie is great!” 

I was feeling somewhat frustrated until 
I quickly realized that the next movie was 
truly great. Lightning Swords of Death was 
the first time I saw or even knew of the Lone 
Wolf and Cub (Baby Cart) martial-arts films. 
Now, the six original films 
in that series are eas- 
ily among my all-time 
favorite action movies.

Most grind-house/ex- 
ploitation films were pro- 
duced on low and inad- 
equate budgets with all 
the resulting consequen- 

tial shortages — from the 

amount of film stock to 
quality equipment to talent. 
In the best of these films, 
filmmakers overcame these 
obstacles with unyielding 
cinematic energy and extraor- 
dinary ingenuity. The circuit 
proved the training ground for 
a couple of generations of film- 
makers. Independent Hollywood 
studios like AIP and New World 
regularly produced low-budget exploita- 
tion films to play this circuit. Since bookings 
had more to do with the number of theatres 
than the quality of the films, profitability was 
essentially guaranteed if production costs were 
controlled. These films were often sold by their 
titles before they even went into production.

The Chronicle spoke to a harried Rodriguez after the Austin 
premiere of Grindhouse and got the lowdown on what may well 
turn out to be the first double-shot of the return of the classic 


double bill.

Austin Chronicle: We're both just a little too young to have had 
the legitimate grind house experience back in the Seventies, so I’m 
assuming you came to these films the same way most thirty- and 
fortysomething fans did — via VHS and later DVDs, right? 

Robert Rodriguez: That’s true, but really, over the past 12 
years, Quentin and I have been collecting film prints, and 
that’s where I discovered a lot of the old grind-house classics. 
We've watched double- and triple-features using the Alamo 
Drafthouse as a screening room and, you know, Quentin’s really 
responsible for educating me about a lot of these types of films, 
not only the ones he grew up with, but just ones he’s found 
over the years. You can get a real grind-house education just 
watching stuff that he’s bought. 

AC: Such as? 

RR: Oh, man, you know, stuff like They Call Her One Eye; Rolling 
Thunder, which was shot in San Antonio; Coffee and just all of 
the blaxploitation films, for sure. He’s got everything. 

AC: Your half of Grindhouse’s double bill, “Planet Terror,” has 
a real Italian horror flavor to it, a la Lucio Fulci or Antonio 
Margheriti. Between the gooey effects work and the purposely stilted 
dialogue you could’ve probably tagged it with Margheriti’s “Anthony 
M. Dawson” nom de guerre and gotten away with it, you know? 
RR: Definitely Lucio Fulci’s Zombie was a huge influence, as 
was George Romero’s Dawn of the Dead. And then there’s the

film that got me started in movies in the first place, which was 
John Carpenter’s Assault on Precinct 13. And Escape From New 
York, too. Once I saw those films, I was like, “Oh, hell yeah, I’ve 
gotta make stuff like that!” Because Carpenter writes, directs, 
does the music, and that’s really what inspired me, at the age 
of 12, to start making movies. And then, when it came time to 
do “Planet Terror,” I knew I had to do something that would 
hearken back to those things that first inspired me. 

AC: So whose brilliant idea was is to do an old-school double bill in 
the first place? Yours or Quentin’s? 

RR: I had just done Spy Kids 3-D, and it had done really well. 
There hadn’t been, at that point, a 3-D film done in some- 
thing like 20 years, and I just thought it would be a great 
kind of old-school way to watch a movie. These days, people 
are making 3-D movies right and left, but back then it was 
new again, and it turned out to be a huge success. After that 
did so well, I was thinking to myself what kind of other old- 
school kind of film could I bring back, you know, something 
else that was maybe unfamiliar to current audiences. And 
I struck on the idea of doing a double feature. The original 
idea was that I was going to direct both films by myself, and 
I got really excited about that for a couple of months to the 
point of making up the posters and forming a new company, 
RIP Rodriguez International Pictures. So I was all ready to go

ahead on that when I got sidetracked 
by Sin City. And it was when I took 
the scene that Quentin guest-direct- 
ed, which I had edited, to show him 
at his house, that I noticed he had 
the same double-feature poster on 
the wall that I had at my house. It 
was a one-sheet for an old American 
International Pictures double billing 
of Rock All Night and Dragstrip Girl. 
And right then and there we were 
like, “You direct one and I'll do the 
other, and we'll call it Grindhouse.” 
And within, literally, five minutes, 
we had the whole thing planned out, 
full-bloom. As is turned out, Quentin 
and I had been thinking about doing 
the same thing for years, right down 
to the fake trailers and missing reels. 
AC: I think people are going to be really 
taken aback, in a good way, at how dif- 
ferent the two films are. I mean, stylisti- 
cally, they’re completely distinct. 

RR: That was our idea from the beginning, to make these films 
very different in tone and style. Because when Quentin would 
screen a double bill for me over at his place, he would never 
put, say, two zombie movies together: It was always two totally 
different movies. And then, too, that’s where the idea of getting 
Edgar Wright and Eli Roth and Rob Zombie to make these fake 
trailers came from, because Quentin would invariably screen a 
handful of old previews of coming attractions. And I’ve got a 
preview of my own, for the film about Danny Trejo’s character 
Machete, which is actually going to be a real film. We’re really 
doing that one. 

AC: Along with George Lucas and James Cameron, you were one of 
the first directors to champion Hi-Definition digital filmmaking and 
say, basically, that actual 35mm film stock is going the way of the 
dinosaurs. And yet, ironically enough, here you are using those very 
same digital tools to make this movie appear as though it were 30 
years old. That’s a bit of a head trip, no? 

RR: It is ironic, yeah, but from the start I told Quentin I was 
going to shoot mine digital and then use effects to create the 
look of a battered old print. And he said, “If you can do that, I’ll 
be convinced that digital is cool.” And so the very next week I 
showed him a test and he was blown away. I think I’ve got him 
converted. Finally. 
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The core commercial American releases were 
often the initial films by such now-established 
and highly regarded directors, writers, and pro- 
ducers such as James Cameron, John Sayles, 
Bogdanovich, Demme, Martin Scorsese, and 
Francis Ford Coppola. These young filmmakers 
soon figured out that if they kept to the budget 
and included the expected money shots (car 
crashes, naked women in the shower, gun 
battles), they could very much make the films 
they wanted. 

The overriding attraction of all these films is 
their remarkable energy and unrelenting imagi- 
nations, a straight-ahead, pedal-to-the-metal 
construction, no matter how strange the narra- 
tive or unskilled the cast. This was the cinema 
of possibilities. Hellbent on entertaining audi- 
ences, commercially conceived and marketed, 
they often proved that there is art in the most 
unexpected of places and that the word itself 
too often strangles what it should be describ- 
ing. Many of the films were sleek genre works 
filled with innovations or narrative achieve- 
ments as directors struggled to compensate for 
shortages. Against all odds, these films came 


into their own, claiming unique identities and 
pushing film forward. 

In the best, imagination contributes more 
than money and passion more than power, 
which created a certain cinematic mystique for 
many of them. Taken together, the importance 
and influence of the films shown largely at 
grind houses begins to become apparent. 

Obviously, in many cases a lot of what makes 
them interesting and sometimes even powertul 
was not done intentionally and was motivated 
more by commercial considerations instead of 
aesthetic ones. Many of the filmmakers would 
out-of-hand reject any serious analysis of these 
films of theirs, although many of them were 
serious craftsmen.

Jean-Luc Godard, among others, argued that 
if a film was produced in standard Hollywood- 
studio style — invisible editing, controlled 
lighting, name actors, and so on — the audi- 
ence would participate in the film the way 
they always did. Regardless of its content, the 
film thus reinforced rather than challenged the 
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status quo and dominant ideology. Godard 
argued for attacking the persistence of vision, 
willing suspension of disbelief by disrupting 
the surface and construction of the movie. He 
did this with jump cuts, sequences edited out 
of order, characters talking to the audience. 

Unintentionally, some of these films are inter- 
esting because of their flaws, crevices, and 
deep cracks, resulting in a form of perversity 
unbounded by any Earthly logic. More than that, 
as the films traveled the circuit, scenes would be 
cut because of what they featured or slices were 
made where frames had been eaten up. 

There were also numerous different edits of 
some films available. The Fistful of Dynamite 
I saw in Florida was a very different film 
than Sergio Leone’s original Duck You Sucker 
released in Italy. New World had versions of its 
films with either more or less nudity depend- 
ing on the market where they were shown. In 
almost avant-garde terms, these films consis- 
tently challenged the notion of determined 
textuality, as so many films with the same title 
were so different. Bruce Lee only finished five 
feature films during his life, yet dozens of titles 


have been released featuring him. Most were 
these five retitled or recut and retitled. There 
were also films by Bruce Li and Bruce Le. 

Even the weakest of films were of interest, 
sometimes exactly because of their shortcom- 
ings. I once saw a wretched mob movie set 
in New Orleans, but the filmmakers were so 
inept they would start filming at the end of a 
street and 10 seconds later the car would pull 
around the corner. The real-time durational- 
cinema aspect of what was a dumb gang film 
was still intriguing. 

Bursting with energy, often overflowing 
with ideas, frequently disobeying any accept- 
ed rules of cinema (either out of courage or 
ignorance), the best of these films carved their 
own pathways. In the context of all the dif- 
ferent kinds of movies shown on the circuits, 
normal definitions became meaningless, with 
delineations such as acceptable and unac- 
ceptable, high art and low art, rarified culture 
and popular culture dying at the doors of the 
grind houses, if not before. At the end, all that 
was left was what was up on the screen. The

My apologies to Gilb. Those who have read 
his introduction to his anthology of Texas 
Mexican literature will realize that I cut past 
the most tender part to get to the point: The 
Mexicans are restless. We're tired of being 
regarded as the zesty garnish on the plate of 
American culture. While Gilb is focusing on 
Texas Mexicans, the same restlessness revealed 
itself on a national level around the Ken Burns 
documentary mentioned last week. Because 
the anger is thick, the issue still in flux, I feel 
it necessary to take incremental steps toward 
breaking down this long-running passion play 
that strikes at the heart of what it means to be 
Mexican-American. 

Here’s a recap if you didn’t read last week’s 
“TV Eye” (austinchronicle.com/gyrobase/Issue/ 
column?oid=0id%3A460829): Filmmaker Ken 
Burns made a documentary on World War II 
called The War. The contribution of Latinos in 
World War II is nonexistent in the film. Several 
groups and individuals have met with PBS 
President Paula Kerger, asking that the film not 
be released until this omission is corrected. 
The toughest call comes from the GI Forum, 
which calls for a congressional investigation of 
the PBS funding process. 

In an early interview on the subject, Burns 
said, “We were looking for the universal, 
human experience of battle. ... We left out lots 
of people in many different kinds of groups 
because we weren't looking at it in that way.” 

PBS is more contrite, but that’s not saying 
much. “While we acknowledge and respect 
the concerns that have been raised, we do 
not agree that going back into production to 
revise a completed series that represents one 
filmmaker’s vision is the appropriate solution,” 
is the official PBS line, according to KLRU 
President and CEO Bill Stotesbery. “Personally, 
I wish the decision was to add material,” he 
adds. “But PBS does not direct a documentary 
filmmaker to alter his or her vision, regardless 


of the subject. It has been true in controversies 
in the past, and I’m sure it will be again in the 
future.” 

In something of an about-face, it was 
announced in a March 31 message from www. 
defendthehonor.org that PBS will re-evaluate 
their position and come up with a plan by 
April 10. 

Perhaps the most perplexing response to 
date comes from Lionel Sosa, a Latino mem- 
ber of the PBS board of directors. 

“Asking Burns to change his documentary is 
like asking Leonardo da Vinci to add another 
apostle to The Last Supper because somebody 
was left out,” Sosa said in a Laredo Morning 
Times article by Tricia Cortez published March 
20. “This is artistic. This is a film. It’s not 
journalism.” 

Apparently, Sosa needs a dictionary to look 
up the definition of “documentary.” 

By comparing Burns to da Vinci, Sosa inad- 
vertently strikes the crux of the matter. Burns’ 
work is branded as the definitive statement on 
a subject. This brand comes largely because of 
his affiliation with PBS, the mandate of which 
is to serve the American public but much more 
so because of PBS’s reach beyond television 
(already pervasive) as an approved “text” for 
use in classrooms across the nation. 

Being ignorant — willfully or otherwise — of 
the flesh-and-blood impact of Latinos in World 
War II, not to mention the role of World War II 
in defining U.S. Latino history, is, in a word, 
deplorable. I don’t expect PBS to impose its 
will on a filmmaker’s vision — but it is painfully 
disappointing to discover that PBS’s vision is 
little more than a few “diversity” dishes served 
at a card table near the banquet table. No, if 
PBS is truly interested in expanding its base, 
it means more than making room at the table. 
It means allowing other cooks in the kitchen 
when the meal is being prepared. 

Sosa makes another interesting statement 
in the aforementioned Laredo Morning Times 
article. Although “disappointed” by the omis- 
sion of Latinos in The War, he says it’s up to 
Latinos, not Burns, to tell their stories. 

“We have the talent in terms of writers, 
producers, directors, and historians to tell the 
story,” he said. “And we have the resources to 
raise the money to make the films.” 

In that case, why bother supporting PBS at 
all? More on that and other topics next week.

Austin composer and Brown Whornet co- 
founder Peter Stopschinski is recovering 
from severe facial injuries suffered ina 
beating March 17 on Sixth Street. 
According to friend and collaborator 
Graham Reynolds, Stopschinski 
was walking to his car when he 
stopped to assist a woman who 
was having trouble standing up. 

An unidentified man, whom 
Reynolds says may have been her 
boyfriend, slammed Stopschinski 
to the ground from behind and 
began punching him repeatedly in 
the face, shattering the bones 
around his eye socket. The assailant 
ran away after bystanders pulled him off 
Stopschinski, who was able to call his girl- 
friend. She took him to the hospital, and a 
specialist in Houston repaired the injury by 
implanting titanium mesh in his skull. He’s 
expected to make a full recovery and will suf- 
fer no permanent vision damage, though

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Austin music landmarks don’t come much more recognizable than Waterloo Records, 
which celebrates its silver anniversary this month. “It started out at 1,000 square feet, 
which is about six and a half times smaller than the store now,” says owner John Kunz. 
Waterloo opened in 1982 in the recently closed Soccer World building on South Lamar 
and expanded that location three times before moving to its current home at Sixth and 
Lamar in 1989. Although file-sharing and the rise of Tunes have endangered record 
stores, particularly independent ones, Waterloo has stood firm. Kunz says that although 
sales were down for the first time ever last year, around 5%, and are off about the same 
amount this year, it’s not so bad considering industry sales as a whole are down 20%. 
Furthermore, he’s hopeful Monday’s agreement between EMI and iTunes to eliminate digi- 
tal-rights management (i.e., piracy protection) from downloadable songs for a slight fee 
increase will help stop the skid. “Once we can get everyone to do that, Waterloo and lots 
of independent stores around the country can have digital stores to add to our Web-based 
stores,” Kunz says. Ruthie Foster and Carolyn Wonderland have been added to April 
15’s all-day free concert in Waterloo’s parking lot, and, clarifying what TCB reported last 
week, this weekend’s True Believers shows at the Continental Club (see Music Listings, 
— p.94) are indeed open to all.

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JOHNNY BUSH, survivor, San Antonio 


For more years than anyone cares to count, 
Willie Nelson has kicked off his live show with 
“Whiskey River.” Sometimes he plays it more 
than once a night. 


Whiskey River take my mind 
Don’t let her memory torture me 
Whiskey River don’t run dry 
You're all I’ve got, take care of me 


I’m drowning in a whiskey river 

Bathing my memoried mind in the wetness of its soul 
Feeling the amber current flowin’ from my mind 
And warm an empty heart you left so cold 


That’s it. Deceptively simple yet startlingly 
effective when set to a shuttle beat. 

Although he’s long been identified with the 
song — even helping market a bourbon called 
Old Whiskey River — Nelson didn’t write 
“Whiskey River.” One of his oldest friends did: 
Johnny Bush. 

Although hardly renowned, Bush is equally tal- 
ented. That’s quite a claim, sure. Yet if it hadn’t 
been for a rare illness felling him as he was on the 
cusp of country music superstardom, there’s no 
telling what Bush would have achieved. 

Currently living in San Antonio, the 72-year-old 
Bush is likely to see his star rise this year. UT Press 
recently published his highly readable, informa- 
tive autobiography, Whiskey River (Take My Mind): 
The True Story of Texas Honky-Tonk (austinchronicle. 
com/ gyrobase/issue/review?0id=0id%3A456265), and 
a companion CD, Kashmere Gardens Mud: A 
Tribute to Houston’s Country Soul, contains some 
of the best vocals of his career. The latter fact 
alone puts Bush in A-list CQW territory. 

For starters, the walls of his ranch-house 
den are covered with a dazzling array of coun- 
try music memorabilia. Along with the occa- 
sional stuffed deer head are photos of Texas 
legends Hank Thompson and Floyd Tillman; 
his uncle Jerry Jericho; and of course there’s 
plenty of Willie. 

Sporting a white Texas Refrigeration Inc. 
ball cap and sparkling brown eyes beneath it 
that offset a two-tone beard, Bush is jovial and 
outspoken. Born John Bush Shinn III, February 
1935, he recalls his youth in the blue-collar 
Kashmere Gardens section of Houston, where 
his parents made their own music because 
they lacked modern conveniences like elec- 
tricity. Speaking in a deep, made-for-radio 
voice, Bush says that’s where it all began. 

“I discovered that the singer would get atten- 
tion,” he chuckles. “I think that entertainers, 
athletes, politicians — we want to be loved. I 
really didn’t realize that until I heard my good 
friend Cornell Hurd say that in an interview, 
and I thought, “That’s right. You wouldn’t do it 
if everybody hated you.”

performer at the Texas Star Inn, he picked up 
his stage name when the club’s announcer 
introduced him as “Johnny Bush.” Eventually 
the young buck took to the drums for seem- 
ingly sensible reasons. 

“There were very few drummers back 
then,” he explains. “A drummer could work, 
and I wanted to stay in music. I had thou- 
sands of day jobs and hated them all. I 
couldn’t see myself being in some of those 
places 20, 30 years. It was a good choice, 
because Ray [Price] wouldn’t have hired me 
[later] if | was a guitar player, and he didn’t 
need a singer.”

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One Sunday afternoon in 1954, Bush, drum- 
ming for San Antonio’s Mission City Playboys, 
had an encounter that changed his life. 

“We played three or four nights a week in 
a place on the south side called Al’s Country 
Club,” he recalls. “Pure dive, skull orchard, 
you know. It was a Sunday afternoon jam 
session, and this redheaded guitarist and a 
fiddle player sat in. Dave Isbell, the 
bandleader, was looking for a fiddle player. 
So we got one, Cosett Holland, and Willie, 
too. We got along because we both had a 
twisted sense of humor. We’d laugh at the 
absurdities of life.” 

Besides the personal, Bush’s autobiography 
recounts the story of Texas honky-tonk in the 
Fifties and Sixties. Former Houston Chronicle 
music critic Rick Mitchell, who co-authored 
the book, is of course well-acquainted with 
Bush’s seemingly bottomless well of first-per- 
son oral history. 


Amber Current Flowing From My Mind 





“There’s probably three people who could tell 
the story from an insider’s view,” posits Mitchell. 
“Ray Price, Willie Nelson, and Johnny Bush.” 

There’s no stopping Bush when he’s on a 
roll, and frankly, who would want to? 

“There was a place called the Harbor Lights 
in Houston, in the ship channel,” begins the 
singer. “A fight broke out one night among some 
stevedores, and someone ran into the kitchen, 
got a cleaver, and chopped a man’s head off. 
One thing Willie and I learned, and it probably 
came from Bob Wills: ‘Keep the music going.’ 
You didn’t leave a lot of space between songs. 

“If a fight did break out, you’d play faster and 
louder. Audiences today are more sophisticated. 
Back then, a honky-tonk was a place where all 
hell could break loose. That was common. 
When you mix ignorance with alcohol, you get a 
volatile situation. Thank God it’s gotten better. 

“But,” he pauses, “I think as the music got to 
be more sophisticated, so did the audience.”

Heartaches by the Number 


In addition to the Mission City Playboys, 
Bush was also a member of the Texas Plainsmen 
and the Texas Top Hands throughout the 
Fifties. In 1963, he and Willie Nelson joined 
Ray Price’s Cherokee Cowboys, one of the pre- 
mier country outfits of its day. 

“I loved him then, and I love him now,” 
declares Bush with genuine affection. “I say 
Ray’s like an uncle to me because he’s not old 
enough to be my father. I was proud to be a 
Cherokee Cowboy. He made you want to be 
the best you could be around him, to be a part 
of the excitement that he generated. When he 
hit the stage, it was dynamite. What’s amazing 
is that Ray’s voice today is as good as it’s ever 
been. And he’s 81!” 

Not long afterward, Bush moved to Nashville, 
where, observing the success Nelson was hav- 
ing as a songwriter and Price was achieving as 
a bandleader, he decided he no longer wanted 
to be the man behind the 
drums. Leaving the Cherokee 
Cowboys was such a difficult 
decision that he gave Price 
three months’ notice and was 
rewarded for his generous 
nature. Price let him warm up 
his crowds by opening shows 
with his own vocal set. 

After leaving Price, a deal to 
sing demos for a Nashville 
song publisher helped pay 
Bush’s bills. Then his redhead- 
ed comrade stepped in and 
really got things moving. In 
1967, Bush joined Willie 
Nelson’s Record Men for a 
Texas trip. When they returned 
to Tennessee, they recorded 
Bush’s first single, “Sound of a 
Heartache,” backed by Willie’s 
“A Moment Isn't Very Long.” 

Over the next few years there 
was a succession of regional 
hits, on the Stop Records label, 
including “You Gave Me a 
Mountain,” “Undo the Right,” 
“What a Way to Live,” and “Pll 
Be There.” Most of his output reached No. 1 
on Texas charts and Top 20 on the nationals. 
The time spent with Price and Nelson had 
obviously left its mark on Bush. 

Lyrically, he perfected blending the here and 
now of everyday occurrences with fiddle, pedal 
steel, and that shuffle beat at the heart of Texas 
honky-tonk. Glimpsed through the prism of his 
songs, Bush was living what he wrote (which 
may explain his current fourth marriage), so 
the emotions were plain and to the bone. The 
cherry on top was his remarkable voice. Bush’s 
ability to hit high notes that most country sing- 
ers could only dream about resulted in peerless 
recognition. By 1972, he was well on his way 
to a national audience. Next stop: signing to 
RCA’s Nashville division. 

“When I went from Stop Records to RCA, I 
thought I was at the top of the heap,” he 
admits. “What I didn’t know was that I went 
from being a big fish in a little pond, to a little 
fish in a big pond. I didn’t realize all the adver- 
tising money went to Elvis Presley and Eddy 
Arnold, and there was hardly any left for me. If 


“Whiskey River’ hadn’t been a hit when it was, 
I would have been slipped under the rug years 
before it happened.” 

With “Whiskey River,” his first single for 
RCA, garnering huge amounts of radio airplay 
and a hit on the charts, Bush was selling out 
enormous clubs and planning an arduous tour- 
ing schedule to support it. Incredibly, the man 
who had been dubbed the “Country Caruso” 
by Bob Claypool of The Houston Post was also 
in the process of losing his voice. 


It Wasn't God Who Made 
Honky-Tonk Angels 


Bush was experiencing tightness in his vocal 
cords. The high notes became strangled. In no 
time at all, the singer lost half of his vocal range 
and was unable to talk at all. RCA dropped 
him in 1974 after three albums. 

“One thing that kept me going was that they 
couldn’t find anything wrong with my vocal 
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Incredibly, the man who had been 
dubbed the “Country Caruso” by Bob 
Claypool of The Houston Post was also 
in the process of losing his voice. 


cords,” says Bush. “One doctor told me that it 
was psychosomatic. That means, “We don't 
know, but we gotta tell you something, so 
we re gonna use this word.’ It came on just like 
that, and I believed it would go away the same 
way. If they’d told me from the beginning that 
it’s never gonna get any better, who knows. | 
don’t know what I would have done.” 

It wasn’t until 1978 that he was diagnosed 
with spasmodic dysphonia, a rare neurological 
disorder that affects the signal between the 
brain and larynx that essentially shuts down 
the muscles surrounding the vocal cords. In 
the meantime, he tried everything, including 
Valium, chiropractors, psychologists, acupunc- 
ture, and hypnosis, to little avail. 

“I thought it was a punishment from God 
for bad behavior, for promiscuous behavior,” 
claims Bush. “I was raised a fundamentalist 
Baptist, and fundamentalist Baptists don’t 
become saloon singers. They don’t cheat on 
their wives. Just as I was achieving fame, it was 
taken away by God. I was convinced of that.”

He never stopped performing, however. With 
vocal exercises, Bush regenerated a great deal of 
his singing range. In 1994, he released the swing- 
ing Time Changes Everything. That was followed 
up by appearances with the Cornell Hurd Band 
(Austin Chronicle, Nov. 3, 2006), four well-received 
discs for the local Lone Star label, and even a stint 
as drummer for guit-steel master Junior Brown. 

“He’s a wonderful man. He’s an incredible 
talent. He’s one of the reasons I came to 
Texas,” gushes Cornell Hurd. “One of the best 
things that’s happened to me since I moved to 
Texas is having Johnny Bush as a personal 
friend. His music is one of the things that 
makes Texas Texas. And he gives me more 
credit than I deserve for refiring up his career. 
I’ve told him if it wasn’t me, it would’ve been 
somebody else. I wanted to hear the fiddle and 
steel and the shuffle and Bush pouring his guts 
out on every goddamned note. He’s amazing.

Heartache Rising Above 


The dialogue turns to medical procedures 
related to the musculature of vocal cords, a 
subject Bush is well-versed in. Three years ago 
a radical new procedure, which applies a min- 
ute dose of Botox directly to those muscles, 
began producing fantastic results. Each set of 
treatments lasts 30 to 90 days, takes only five 
minutes, and is painless.

‘Who is this?’” he relates with a touch of glee.

Johnny out of his comfort zone into different 
styles,” reiterates Mitchell. He never did a song 
like ‘Pancho & Lefty’ before or the acoustic 
stuff like “These Hands’ that’s more traditional 
than the honky-tonk stuff he’s known for. 
Then at the same time, we did ‘Born to Lose’ 
with a string section and some jump blues. 
You can’t pay tribute to Houston without rec- 
ognizing the blues.” 

Bush agrees. 

“It’s some of the best vocal tracks I’ve ever 
done. I’ve lowered my key, and the treatments 
are allowing me to sing in a way that I haven’t 
in a long time.” 

Whiskey River is a quick read and much 
more detailed than what can be offered here. 
One of its most unique aspects is that it’s writ- 
ten as if Bush were speaking to the reader, 
which gives one the illusion of getting these 
tales from the man himself, one on one.

As with his recent autobiography, Johnny 
Bush’s two new albums celebrate Texas 
honky-tonk and his 50-year career within it. 
The discs also offer a nice juxtaposition. 
Kashmere Gardens Mud, an homage to his 
hometown’s musical heritage, is a tightly 
produced affair, with Bush’s voice studio-pol- 
ished and guest shots from Willie Nelson, 
Dale Watson, and the Calvin Owens Blues 
Orchestra. It’s an impressive career state- 
ment given the fiddle number from original 
Bush bandmember Frenchie Burke, a duet 
with his brother the Rev. Gene Shinn on “1 
Want a Drink of That Water,” and the won- 
derfully rough-hewn “These Hands,” which 
samples the scratchy, 1955 recording from 

: Bush's uncle Jerry Jericho. Although Bush’s 

- voice lacks the subtlety to work well with 

: Owens’ aggressive arrangements on “Free 
Soul” or “Born to Lose,” and despite the 
gratuitous “Pancho and Lefty” remake with 

: Nelson, these moments are balanced by 

: the excellent title track and Nelson’s inti- 
mate duet on “Send Me the Pillow That You 

: Dream On.” In contrast to Kashmere’s ambi- 

tion, Texas on a Saturday Night is as simple 
and straightforward as the album’s title,

BONFIRE OF 


ROADMAPS 


by Joe Ely 
University of Texas Press,

In the closing stanzas of 
Joe Ely’s Bonfire of Roadmaps, 
a collection of poems and 
drawings culled from the 
traveling journals of Austin’s 
Lord of the Highway, he writes 
from the Flatlanders’ 2002 
tour: “How blessed we are 
to have the luxury to rejoice 
among friends in the camara- 


derie of the moment. To howl freely without restraint down 
the road to nowhere, unbound by ambition, but bound for 
Glory.” Indeed, the nine career-spanning poems presented 
in Bonfire echo a beat “Howl,” with Ely, who turned 6O 

in February, channeling Ginsberg by way of Guthrie in a 
celebration of the wonder and weariness of the road, 
anecdotes and snapshots passing by like blurred scenery 
from a rumbling freight car. While the poetry, often rambling 
in unrestrained quatrains, is generally unremarkable, it 
gathers import from personal insight, especially from the 
accompanying CD of Ely reading “52 Cities Till Christmas,” 
his voice gritty yet joyful. Most impressive is Ely’s singular- 
ity of vision that drives with the same excitement today as 
in his 1972 poem “Iron Rhinos”: “There are no answers for 
gypsies who question,” ponders the young Ely parabolically, 
“and no good reason for any destination other than living 
in the present.” (Joe Ely performs from his latest CD 
and signs books for Borders at the Domain, Saturday, 
— Doug Freeman 
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or Willie Nelson. 


Billy Joe Shaver took his place early on as one 
of Texas’ songwriter laureates, reinforcing it with an 
astounding output over the years. The aptly titled 
Greatest Hits (Compadre) serves as the must-have 
refresher course in his leathery repertoire. Chestnuts 
such as “Georgia on a Fast Train” and “Old Chunk of 
Coal” meet with two new cuts, “Melody” and “Light a 
Candle for Me.” “Step on Up” brings in his late son, 
Eddy Shaver, posthumously, a bittersweet track for honky- 
tonk heroes and old five-and-dimers like Billy Joe Shaver. 
At a certain stage of their careers, all artists should 
record an aloum like David Ball’s Heartaches by the 
Numbers (Shanachie): favorite, career-shaping songs. 
Ball, jokingly called the “human jukebox” for his love 
of trad country, tackles his influences with gusto and 
panache (“There Stands the Glass,” “Faded Love,” “Half 
as Much”) and knows his turf well: He was one-third of 
Austin’s beloved Uncle Walt’s Band and went platinum 
in 1993 with “Thinkin’ Problem.” “Stop Me From Lovin’ 
You,” the killer opening track of Dickie Lee Erwin’s 
Poppin’ Johnny (Freedom), sets the pace for this barrel 
of high country tunes. Erwin’s never been one to play it 
safe — he’s played with Ronnie Lane and been produced 
by Hunt Sales — and this fine local collection displays 
his cowboy heart and denim soul with real class. This 
Side of the Big River (Collector’s Choice Music) was a 
milestone in Chip Taylor’s career when first released in 
1975. In fact, Warner Bros. was so unprepared for it they 
had to assemble a country music division, yet it set forth 
the path of roots-country songwriting for which Taylor is 
best known today. Nearly 35 years on, this mixed bag of 
Taylornalia proves as much a signpost of the progressive 
country movement as anything by Michael Martin Murphy

From the Cradle to the Grave (Hyena) :

When faced with per-

Such is the case with Austin’s latest blog 
bust, the Laughing, a derisive local quartet that 
disguises its mediocrity and melodrama through 
a series of ill-fated gimmicks — an animal fetish, 
neon signs, matching turquoise face paint and 
white denim vests — that would make even David 
Bowie cringe.

LEAD STORY 


The West Tennessee Detention Facility 
(Mason, Tenn.) made a video pitch for 
California inmates, hoping some would volun- 
teer to be outsourced under that state’s pro- 
gram to relieve overcrowding. The hard-timers 
should come east, the video urged, because of 
West Tennessee’s “larger and cleaner jail cells, 
79 TV channels, including ESPN, views of 
peaceful cow pastures, and ... the ‘Dorm of the 
Week,’ [with its inmates] staying up all night, 
watching a movie and eating cheeseburgers or 
pizza,” according to a March description in 
Nashville’s Tennessean. “You’re not a number 
here,” said one inmate. “You come here, it’s 
personalized.” (California’s outsourcing pro- 
gram is facing a lawsuit from the prison guards’ 
union, anxious about job loss.) 


THE CONTINUING CRISIS 
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¢ Alabama state officials announced in February 
that they had identified more than $438,000 in 
abuses of the financial aid program at Bishop 
State Community College in Mobile, including 
$87,000 in athletic scholarships awarded to 42 
relatives of employees (and others) who played 
no sports. Included was one employee’s 67- 
year-old disabled grandmother, who received 
scholarships in three sports (but was unable to 
use them, in that she passed away shortly after 
the paperwork came through). 


* Retired German farmer Karl Szmolinsky told 
reporters in January that he had agreed to visit 
North Korea in April to give tips on how he 
managed to breed huge rabbits (around 20 to 
25. pounds), which he believes the Koreans 
view as one answer to their hunger crisis. He 
has already sent a sampler of 12 monster rab- 
bits, which should produce 60 offspring a year, 
with one providing “a filling meal for eight 
people,” he told Der Spiegel. 


° Walter C. Stevens, 81, thought he had buried 
his allegedly disreputable past, but an under- 
ground water problem at his former residence 
in Sierra Vista, Ariz., brought it back. When an 
area in the yard flooded, a plastic bag emerged, 
containing videotapes that the FBI now says 
Stevens had made in the 1970s and 1980s 
of himself having sex with underage girls in 
Japan, South Korea, and Thailand.

The New York City children’s services agency took away former “breatharian” David Jubb’s 
20-month-old son in February after Jubb refused to let physicians treat the boy’s fractured 
ankle. As mentioned previously in “News of the Weird,” breatharians believe that humans 
can subsist primarily on air and sunlight. Jubb said he has evolved since those days and now 
eats, but extremely few calories’ worth, and he drinks his own urine. He acknowledged that 
his child’s diet is absent the generally recommended nutritional building blocks for infants, 
according to a New York Post report.

Our Lady of Lourdes Grotto in Rio Grande City has an interna- 
tional history. Built to resemble the shrine of Lourdes in Southern 
France, the man-made cave is as peaceful as it is beautiful. 

Decorated with native plants from the surrounding desert, the arti- 
ficial hillside was constructed 80 years ago by a German-born priest. 
The Rev. Gustav Gollbach immigrated to Texas soon after his ordina- 
tion in 1906. For nearly 20 years he served in churches around 
Texas before being sent to the Immaculate Conception Catholic 
Church in Rio Grande City, where he was pastor for 13 years. He 
passed away in 1955 at the age of 77. 

A member of the Oblates of Mary Immaculate order, Gollbach built 
much of the mountain himself. The rocks were gathered from around 
Roma with petrified wood found near Escobares. Concrete posts 
were etched to look like tree branches. 

In the center of the grotto, a /-foot-tall statue of the Madonna in a 
flowing white gown with a blue sash looks down on a life-sized stat- 
ue of the poor French peasant girl kneeling in prayer. The grotto is 
33 feet high and 90 feet wide with cacti growing from the walls to 
give it a very natural appearance. 

The story goes that 14-year-old Bernadette Soubirous was 
approached by the Virgin Mary as she and friends were gathering 
firewood in 1858. When Bernadette scratched in the ground on 
the hillside, a spring bubbled to the surface that has run continu- 
ously since. The waters are said to be a cure for Spiritual and 
physical infirmities. 

The French waters attract more pilgrims than any other Christian 
shrine in the world. It is highly likely that the Rev. Gollbach visited 
the shrine before traveling to America. Famous replicas of the grotto 
have also been built in New York, Texas, Indiana, and Pennsylvania. 

The Oblate order has a long history of work in Texas, especially 
the Rio Grande Valley between Laredo and Brownsville. Founded in 
France in 1816, the Oblate order arrived at the mouth of the Rio 
Grande soon after Texas joined the Union. The black-robed priests 
built missions, established schools, and fought for social justice in a 
rugged land where the six-shooter was often the law.

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tiny church is pre- 
served in a city park. 

The Rev. Pierre Yves Keralum was an Oblate priest who traveled 
the lawless borderlands for 20 years and is being considered for 
sainthood. The French-born priest built many of the first churches in 
the valley. In his 50s, nearly blind and in ill health, the Rev. Keralum 
disappeared near the present-day town of Mercedes. Ten years later, 
cowboys found his bones and personal property. 

In later years the Oblate padres helped organize the first farm- 
workers’ union in Texas at Crystal City. They lobbied local growers 
and ranchers to pay their workers living wages and provide schools. 
From their headquarters in San Antonio, the order now has missions 
in four other states, as well as Mexico and Zambia. 

Rio Grande City, seat of Starr County and one of the oldest settle- 
ments along the river, is rich in Texas history. It was once a port for 
steamboats that worked the river from Brownsville. Many of the build- 
ings of Fort Ringgold (1849-1944) remain standing and open to the 
public. La Borde House, 601 E. Main St., is a restored seven-bed- 
room hotel and one of the oldest buildings still in use in the Valley. 

Our Lady of Lourdes Grotto in Rio Grande City is across the street 
from the Starr County Courthouse and behind the Immaculate 
Conception Church at 101 E. Third at North Britton Avenue. The shrine 
is open free of charge to the public except during services. At night 
the handcrafted hill is bathed in floodlights that give it a soft glow.

My Child, My Child, 
My Alien Child 


Hyde Park Theatre, through April 7 
Running time: 1 hr, 35 min 


“My son is the thunderstorm.” That’s how Zell Miller III 
describes his offspring at the outset of My Child, My Child, My 
Alien Child, and in the solo performance that follows, his reac- 
tions to this boy are very like those of, well, a child to a force 
of nature: equal parts awe and terror. As a baby, as an infant, 
as a toddler, and as a young grade-schooler, 
Zell Miller lV, or Zelly, displays such inexhaust- 
ible energy, gale-force enthusiasm, bottomless 
curiosity, unshakable will, and sheer ear-pierc- 
ing volume as to seem other than human to 
his dumbfounded dad. And the idea that this 
... creature sprang from his loins just adds to 
the bewilderment of Zell pére. In the course 
of an hour and a half, Miller provides a guided 
tour of new fatherhood, including all the stan- 
dard rites of initiation: the moment he’s told by his expectant 
wife that “it’s time,” the agony of the labor, the ecstasy of the 
birth, the shock of the newborn in all its pinched and squalling 
glory, the first contact, the sleep deprivation, the battle of wills, 
the loss of privacy, the frustrations, but also the joy, the pride, 
the love like no other. And Miller treats most every stop along 
the way as an opportunity for an extended comic riff, rendering 
in vivid, humorous detail the latest startling thing his son has 
done, his usually flummoxed response, and the mental state 
he’s left in as he struggles to process yet another incident in 
this strange journey of parenting he’s on. 

This is Miller very much in Richard Pryor mode, approach- 
ing these universal experiences of parenthood as the late 
comedian did, as stories of richly drawn characters that, while 
occasionally profane, are broadly accessible in their observa- 
tion of behavior and portrayal of human foibles and human 





comedy. We recognize ourselves in these stories, as we did in 


Pryor’s, and Miller is gifted enough as a writer and so utterly 
engaging as a storyteller to make us feel what he is describ- 
ing and, many times, to laugh uproariously at it as well. (The 
tale of 5-year-old Zelly dropping the F-bomb — indeed, the 
mutha F-bomb — on his grammy and its effect on the lady 
who, when she was rearing papa Zell, snacked on ground 
glass and routinely spit out F-bombs in every direction, is a 
riot.) Miller’s work here reveals that the theatre’s gain is defi- 
nitely stand-up comedy’s loss. 

Which is not to say that the Zell Miller of old, the poet of 
passion and politics, the inventive and incendiary wordsmith, 
the dazzling stringer-together of words and bringer of truth, 
is absent here. One of the most striking parts of My Child, 
My Child, My Alien Child, and the thing that makes it a true 
Zell Miller work and not just an homage to Richard Pryor, is 
a series of breaks titled “Sketches of Consciousness for 
My Son,” where the playwright/performer employs poetry 
to describe for his son the experience of being an African- 
American man in this country, providing condensed history 
lessons and interpreting the challenges that the young Zell 
will face as he grows to manhood. They have a biting beat 
and a fierceness of heart that charge the show in bursts of 
rhythm and urgency. They are very specific and very loaded 
— ticking off the violent deaths of black men in the last five 
decades, for example — but they are no less universal for 
that, for we all share in that history and this culture, and we 
know — or should know -— the injustice he talks about. And 
they are universal in their source: the impulse of a father to 
protect his child, to educate and prepare him for the unfair- 
ness of the world, and, if possible, to spare him that awful 
pain of discovering it himself. 

That fervent connection to this boy of his is what drives 
this show in all its moments, comedic and dramatic. Without 
it, Miller wouldn’t be so mystified by this child’s seem- 
ing alienness or express such fiery concern for his future 
in racially charged America. Miller and his attentive and 
focused director, Ken Webster, have seen to it that every 
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moment, every word of the show is infused with that connec- 
tion, with the deep, abiding love of a father for his son. The 
show closes with Zell the dad putting Zell the son to bed, 
with the boy’s actual voice reciting a simple child’s prayer. As 
Miller speaks the words along with him, a profound tender- 
ness of feeling moves out from the stage and over us. If the 
child is a thunderstorm, then the father is certainly a gentle, 


soothing breeze. —- Robert Faires

Salvador Castillo: There was a 
different attitude at this space. It 
was definitely brighter [than the 
Butridge Gallery at the Dougherty 
Arts Center]. Not just the lighting, 
but the works.

Maybe I’m 
projecting, but | felt 
a more communal 
character here as 
well. The repeated 
circular forms of 
Virginia Fleck, Linda 
Pace, and Candace 
Briceno cheerily 
anchored the colorful works of Peat 
Duggins, Baseera Kahn, and Jeffery 
Dell. Linda Pace’s centerpiece both 
focused and reflected the circular 
installation. This space also had 
the most Austin artists, thus mak- 
ing the works look very familiar.

Over the past 10 years, there’s 
been a lot of talk about “festival- 
ism” in relation to artworks made 
for international biennials; do we 
see this phenomenon manifesting 
itself here’? 

Nikki Moore: Amanda, | think 
something more profound than 
festivalism was at play in Linda 
Pace’s work. For me, that piece 
was brilliant — all puns intended. 
All of us who looked at it, passed 
by it, crawled in and out of it, were 
left with and given nothing more 
than a broken and refracted reflec- 
tion of ourselves. As nothing more 
than what is projected onto it, | 
think Pace’s work is the art object 
par excellence. It is also a power- 
ful statement about the complex 
role of art exhibitions — as com- 
munal navel-gazings at their worst, 
and as cultural reflections at their 
best — though I’m not sure that 

is their only potential. As a quota-

Nikki Moore: Much of the work here gave 
me the impression that the site was being 
designed as a time capsule. Not because 
sculptural works, like Tom Matthew’s work 
with schoolroom chairs, played on nostal- 
gia, but because so many of the pieces 
are answering past questions rather than 
posing new ones. That being said, | liked 
Kurt Mueller’s work best when it was silent. 
Looking at the speakers, | tuned into the 
sounds of the site itself and found that 
pole a powerful presence that evoked what 
was always already there but unheard. And 
| do wish Tom Matthew’s chair work could 
be installed in morphing configurations 
somewhere in Austin aS more permanent 
public art. 
Amanda Douberley: Overall, | thought the 
outdoor work was very strong: Matthew’s 
stacked-chair sculpture and Mueller’s Red 
Dawn, plus Gary Sweeney’s portraits of 
Jackie O and JFK, which are made up of 
pieces of colored plastic inserted into 
chain-link fence, and Jarrod Beck’s sinu- 
ous strips of bent metal. Engaging artists 
to execute temporary outdoor works at a 
site like 1808 should be an annual, if not 
quarterly, event. Such a program could be 
a step toward bringing new artists into the 
field of public art. 

The PODS [portable on-demand storage 
units], on the other hand, were a great idea 
that didn’t pan out for the most part: They 


worked as performance spaces but fared less 
well as temporary galleries. Eduardo Navarro 
showed a group of tacked-up drawings on 
Xerox paper in a POD at Art Palace last year, 
and the casual sketch quality of the work 
paired well with the vibe of a temporary-stor- 
age-space-turned-gallery. In contrast, Noah 
Simblist’s sound-and-drawing installation 

at 1808 just seemed like work that didn’t 
physically fit into the Biennial’s other venues. 
Rebecca Ward’s orange duct-tape installation 
could have made the most of the POD space 
if it hadn’t seemed so unresolved. 

Salvador Castillo: | agree that Noah 
Simblist’s work could have benefited from 

a more neutral space. Perhaps that is why 
the work at Okay Mountain feels so vibrant. 
The space is not domestic, like Art Palace, 
or have an odd floor plan, like Bolm Studios. 
The PODS themselves did feel lacking. | 
wonder if there could have been improve- 
ment if they were grouped together? 

From the street, Gary Sweeney’s piece 
was well-placed. As the most visible, | think 
it did a good job of inviting passersby into 
the field. 

Site 1808 made me wonder what Hunter 
Cross and the Open Doors group have 
been up to. They aren’t public art, but their 
approach to installation easily confronted 
that topic. In fact, it was Open Doors and 
the group | dubbed the “Foreign Four,” 
both of whom created installations at the 
AMLI, that opened my eyes to the energy in 
Austin’s art community. Which was then cap- 
tured by the 2005 Biennial. 

Regarding your “time capsule” description, 
is that the main challenge of the Biennial? 
As a Survey, should the works represent 
what has already been made or represent 
the artists who are currently making art? 
Nikki Moore: | was not comfortable with 
the “time capsule” effect, honestly. If 
contemporary art is to be contemporary, it 
seems to me that it should be pushing, not 
just answering the questions we are ask- 
ing today — something that is, admittedly, 
better reserved for a larger discussion at a 
larger time.

More than just a fun three hours at the movies, Grindhouse 
is a total immersion into movie geekdom, in which the pack- 
aging, marketing, lore, and accumulative experience are as 
much a part of the deal as the images that 
are up on the screen. If they could, | suspect 
Rodriguez and Tarantino would design their 
own grind-house movie chain of theatres that 
would re-create the urban scuzz-holes of the 
past, which ran cheap movies nonstop — a 
usually eclectic mix of exploitation, horror, 
and action films, as well as a random assort- 
ment of top studio product that had seen 
better days and more intact prints. As it is, 
Grindhouse is an homage to an experience 
rather than any certain type of film, and with its two separate 
feature films — “Planet Terror” by Rodriguez and “Death Proof” 
by Tarantino — a host of tongue-in-cheeky trailers by the likes 
of Rob Zombie, Edgar Wright, and Eli Roth; scratches and 
notices of missing reels intentionally inserted into the prints 
in order to heighten the illusion of the celluloid’s sprocket- 
weary authenticity; a splashy two-for-the-price-of-one marketing 
campaign; and enough cast members to keep the talk-show 
couches on permanent rotation, Grindhouse raises the bar 
for a certain kind of movie lollapalooza (and also for the kind 
of filmmaker who is also a showman, along the lines of a 
William Castle or Cecil B. DeMille). It’s this injection of playful- 
ness and fun and attention to the entire moviegoing gestalt 
that will probably become Grindhouse’s lasting contribution 
to movie history rather than any on-the-screen content of the 
movie itself. Ultimately, “Planet Terror” and “Death Proof” are 
as transient and expendable as the movies they ape (which is 
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meant as a tribute to their 
authenticity rather than a 
put-down). Of course, by 
now, everyone in Austin 
knows that Grindhouse was 
filmed here last summer, 
and part of the local fun 
will derive from the sight of 
and references to familiar 
locations in Tarantino’s 
section, whose first half is 
set in Austin. First up, how- 
ever, is Rodriguez’s “Planet 
Terror,” a zombie barrage 
that begins with some 

pus and guts and builds 

to an all-out Armageddon 
between the humans and 
zombies. Rodriguez again 
proves that he’s a bril- 
liant action director, making those of us who wish he would 
give at least equal attention to his scripts seem churlish for 
desiring more storyline when he’s able to invent a set-piece 
as good as that of a leading lady who has a machine gun for 
a leg (McGowan). Tarantino’s half is harder to judge within 

its Grindhouse context, as “Death Proof” is practically two 
discrete movies in itself — the first part a talky jamboree of 
girls’ night out and the second a gloriously staged car chase/ 
vengeance film, which plays like a demented filmmaker/fan’s 
love offering to stuntwoman Zoé Bell (who is showcased 

here doing her own stunts) and the non-Disney career of Kurt 
Russell (who plays a badass called Stuntman Mike in both 
“Death Proof” segments). Following the zombie rampage of 
“Planet Terror” and the crazed momentum of the whacked-out 
trailers and fake ads, the detail-rich dialogue of Tarantino’s 
girls-night-out segment becomes an unfortunate victim of the 
adrenaline-fueled madness that precedes it. Then an abrupt 
change of place and characters, linked only by the centrality 
of Stuntman Mike in both segments, leads directly into the 
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near-wordless muscle-car mayhem that consumes the second 
half of “Death Proof. “ | imagine that somewhere down the 
line we’ll get to see “Death Proof” and “Planet Terror” as 
stand-alone DVD releases with lots of extras, which is the 
point at which we’ll get a better handle on how Tarantino’s film 
plays without the pacing predicament of this combo release. 
Grindhouse holds a wealth of opportunities for potential DVD 
releases in the future: Don’t be surprised to see whole mov- 
ieS Spun out from some of the trailers or characters (Trejo’s 
Machete and Poitier’s Jungle Julia seem likely candidates) or 
a special directors’ cut version that restores the missing reels 
and “remasters” out the splices and scratches. Rodriguez 
and Tarantino are nothing if not inexhaustible masters of 
movie revivification. (For more about Grindhouse, see p.56 of

This is the story of Clifford Irving. Born 
in 1930, the son of a syndicated comic- 
strip artist; a promising writer at 30, less 
so at 40; husband to at least four women, 
illicit lover to God knows how many oth- 
ers; a literary con man and convicted felon 
who scammed a million dollars out of the 
McGraw-Hill publishing house and paid for 
his transgressions with a prison sentence 
and a poison name. Was there ever a 
guy whose life was more tailor-made for 
the movies? The Hoax begins with Irving 
(Gere) in 1970, despondent after a series 
of critical and commercial failures has 
left his career in a ditch. He’s desperate 
for recognition, so he sells his skeptical 
editor (Davis) on the idea that he’s sitting 
on “the most important book of the 20th 
century”: an authorized, tell-all autobiogra- 
phy of famed billionaire and aviator Howard 
Hughes. Seeing the stunned looks on the 
faces of the McGraw-Hill executives when 
they hear the news, one can safely assume 
that the notoriously reclusive and enigmatic 
Hughes was the white whale of the publish- 
ing business in the 1970s: ungettable and 
unknowable, a creature of rumor and con- 
jecture whose capture on the page would 
be worth any pain or price. Of course, Irving 
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never actually met Hughes and was never 
dubbed his biographer — which would prob- 
ably pose a problem for most writers. But 
for a born con artist like Irving, coming up 
with the idea was the hard part; talking his 
way to that advance check, forging memos, 
concocting interview tapes, stealing files 
from the Pentagon, making up cloak-and- 
dagger stories, and generally conjuring a 
life out of thin air? Just a Sunday stroll. 
Like 2002’s Catch Me If You Can, The Hoax 
is the story of a life built on lies. Unlike 
Steven Spielberg’s film, though, which con- 
cerned itself almost entirely with the cat- 
and-mouse game between its two heroes, 
The Hoax follows the thread of all of Irving’s 
lies, not just the ones that led to the White 
House or the Watergate Hotel. Because 
Irving lied to everybody, even when he didn’t 
need to, and his punishment — much more 
painful than a year in the pen — was ending 
up alone. The Hoax isn’t Gere’s best movie 
(that honor will always and forever belong 
to Days of Heaven), but it might feature his 
best performance. Observe him during his 
boardroom mythmaking sessions, when his 
eyes begin to light up with possibility, and 
just the hint of a knowing grin curls his lips, 
and you'll see the pure joy of a man giving 
in to his most narcissistic, megalomaniacal 
instincts. What more could an actor ask for

Ever since seeing the ads for Cinderella 
Ill: A Twist in Time, | had a sinking suspi- 
cion that the end was near. While Disney’s 
latest animated feature might not be a 
sign of the apocalypse, it’s at least a sign 
that Disney needs to find some decent 
writers. The film opens with the Mickey 
Mouse short “Boat Builders” from 1938. 
Sure, the hand-drawn animation is fun to 
watch. But hearing Walt’s falsetto Mickey 
voice mixed with the thin humor, it’s dif- 
ficult not to wonder, “What exactly is 
Disney Magic, and how can | get far, far 
away from it?” The story of the film, based 
on a children’s book by William Joyce, fol- 
lows the tale of 12-year-old Lewis (voiced 
by Hansen and Fry), a boy-genius orphan 
whose crazy inventions prevent him from 
getting adopted. When his latest invention 
is sabotaged by a villain known only as 
Bowler Hat Guy (Anderson), Lewis encoun- 
ters a wild new friend, Wilbur Robinson 
(Singerman), who claims to be from the 
future. In an effort to protect Lewis from 
said Bowler Hat Guy and to prove his own 
authenticity, Wilbur whisks Lewis off to the 
future. Then the time machine breaks down,

and the Bowler Hat Guy sets an evil plan 
in motion to destroy Lewis’ life. Stuck in 
the future, Lewis attempts to fix the time 
machine and in the process, stumbles 
upon Wilbur’s nutty family. Navigating this 
unfamiliar world, Lewis must learn to trust 
himself and not be afraid of failure. Though 
the characters are unique and occasionally 
fun, they’re paper-thin. For example, Cousin 
Tallulah dresses like a chorus girl from a 
Busby Berkeley musical. While it’s kind of 
funny, there’s absolutely no explanation. 
And without any foundation, it’s impossible 
to care about these characters. This is the 
zany for zany’s sake school of filmmaking. 
The animation strives for 1950s sci-fi retro, 
but the result is that everyone looks like a 
plastic animé doll. In the Disney version of 
an ideal future, we all live in a world that 
looks like Candyland — somewhat reminis- 
cent of an explosion at a pastel paint fac- 
tory. The film ends with a quotation (attrib- 
uted to Walt Disney), the essence of which 
is the film’s motto, “keep moving forward.”

pointless backstory and convoluted flash- 
backs. The filmmakers intend to be mys- 
terious, but it’s just murky. Swank is a bio- 
logical researcher who debunks purported 
miracles, drawing upon the bitter lessons 
learned from a tragedy in Africa. Elba plays 
her born-again sidekick, the Mulder to her 
doubting Scully, and perhaps it’s because 
he’s black that his backstory is about being 
shot full of holes and surviving. A hunky 
small-town sheriff (Morrissey, fighting with 
the accent) enlists them to discover why 
the creepy hamlet’s river is running red as 
blood. The local good ol’ boys suspect the 
bastard child (Robb) of that devil-worship- 
ping single mother (Andrea Frankle) in the 
bayou, and they aim to put her down, con- 
vinced they are beset by biblical plagues 
rather than algae gone amok. It’s got the 
menstrual angle of Carrie, a useful old 
priest (Rea, who’s really selling it), and 
other miscellany from better horror films 

— including the twist at the end, which is 
shamefully derivative. (To say more would 
give it away.) There’s nothing wrong with 
the cast, and Swank once again distin- 
guishes herself as a beacon of authenticity 
in too-conventional genre material (Such as 
this year’s Freedom Writers). Whenever the 
script flashes her back to Africa — which is 
often and possible at any moment — Swank 
keeps the movie from careering into risibil- 
ity while the filmmakers bludgeon us with 
the idea of her cute little blond daughter 
being sacrificed by heathens on the Dark 
Continent, a sympathy ploy as weird as it 
is racist. She is far better than her 
material here. - Marrit Ingman

Fincher switches gears with his new film from 
psychological thrillers to something that more closely 
resembles a police procedural. Based on Robert 
Graysmith’s two books about the notorious Zodiac mur- 
ders that gripped the San Francisco area in the early 
Seventies, Fincher’s film is nevertheless creepy and 
uncompromising. It’s a true-crime story in which justice 
has never been served, making the film one that has 
no rectifying conclusion.

The casting couldn’t be better. Yet Fincher’s character 
shorthand is also the film’s biggest problem. We know 
too little about the psychological makeup of these 
men to just accept the film’s easy conclusion that the 
Zodiac case ruined these men’s lives. At 214 hours, 
the film is also too long in the telling and too short on 
suspense.

Richard Swift is a modern-day piano troubadour, 
slinging songs of love and defeat like iced tea on a 
hot day. His second LP on Secretly Canadian, Dressed 
Up for the Letdown, is strewn with music-industry hap- 
penstance, but for Swift, it’s tenfold. The 30-year-old 
husband and father of three, who now calls the wee 
Cottage Grove, Ore., home, has been working all his 
life for this. Raised on a farm in Minnesota, surround- 
ed by nothing but nature and the breeze, this country 
boy’s got a knack for getting things done. 

“I’ve worked at KFC. I’ve done construction, loads 
of crazy things to pay the bills,” Swift laughs. “Then 
| was able to quit those jobs and do music full time, 
and you get to this point where you just start thinking, 
‘My God, | would rather be frying chicken than working 
on this record.’”

TAX RETURN - 
CAN I GET AN EXTENSION? 


Can I ask the Internal Revenue Service for an exten- 
sion to file my tax return if I can’t submit it by the 
deadline? How does the extension work? 

Need more time to put together all the paper- 
work necessary to submit your federal 2006 tax 
return? If yes, you may still be in luck. The IRS 
allows individuals to request an extension of time 
in order to file their tax returns. 

Someone interested in an extension may consider 
submitting Form 4868, which is called the Application 
for Automatic Extension of Time to File U.S. Individual 
Income Tax Return. By submitting Form 4868, the 
person may be able to obtain an automatic six-month 
extension. The extension is generally four months for 
someone considered to be “out of the country.” 

It is important to know that obtaining an exten- 
sion of time to file a tax return is not an extension 
of time to pay. Someone who requests the extension 
must still make an accurate estimate of her tax for 
2006 and send any necessary payment with Form 
4868. Someone who cannot pay the full amount due 
with Form 4868 may still get the extension, although 
she will owe interest on the unpaid amount. 

Form 4868 must be filed before the normal filing 
deadline (this year the deadline is April 16 because 
April 15 is a Sunday). Once Form 4868 is filed, the 
person can file the completed tax return any time 
during the extension period. 

Keep in mind that whether an extension is advis- 
able is an individual decision that is unique to each 
person. While it’s good to know that the option 
exists, you should talk with an attorney or accoun- 
tant to determine how the extension may affect your 
situation. Anyone interested in learning more about 
obtaining an extension to file your tax return along 
with payment options should go to WWW. irs.gov.

IT’S TIME TO JUNK THIS RUST BUCKET 


Dear Tom and Ray: 

My 1992 Honda Civic LX sedan has 
155,000 miles on it and has spent many 
Minnesota winters outside in the salt and 
the cold. The car runs great, but it is very 
rusty. There is a hole in the trunk. A few of 
the rear-bumper cover clips rusted through, 
leaving the bumper hanging (I repaired it 
with self-tapping screws after a long search 
for enough steel to hold them). The fend- 
ers are rusted through. There is rust on 
the frame — even rust around the shocks. 

I always planned to drive the car until its 
wheels fell off. However, I’d rather not liter- 
ally have the wheels fall off while I’m driv- 
ing. And I would like a little nonoxidized 
steel around me in the event of a crash. I 
don't care about the car’s appearance, but 
I am concerned about safety. How can you 
tell when a car needs to be retired based on 
rust alone? — Marty 

TOM: Sounds like you’re just about 
there, Marty. In fact, you might have 
overshot a little bit. 

RAY: The point at which the car 
becomes unsafe — rather than just ugly 
—is when the rust starts affecting the 
structural underpinnings of the vehicle. 

TOM: For instance, unibody cars like 
your Civic have a floor pan, which is a 
big, reinforced piece of sheet metal that 
serves as the car’s frame. Every important 
piece of the car ultimately is attached to 
that floor pan. So if the floor pan starts 
rusting away, you have to assume that, in 
an accident, the car will turn to dust. 

RAY: Which, admittedly, will save you 
some money on post-accident towing 
fees. You’d just pick up the plates and 
walk away. 

TOM: But you won't have to care about 
that, Marty, because it'll be your heirs 
who will be dealing with all that stuff. 

RAY: So, what you need to do is go to 
your regular mechanic, if you have one, 
and ask him to check out the floor pan, 
the engine cradle, the shock towers ... 
basically all of the structural components 
of the car. And if he says they’re rusty, 
or he reminds you that he told you they 
were rusty a year ago when he last saw 
you, it’s time to junk the car, Marty.
